The Icelandic Cabinet decided 
last night that it would not, 
after all, break off diplomatic 
relations with Britain. The deci¬ 
sion means that the way . is 
again open for British and Ice¬ 
landic ministers to - discuss a 
peaceful settlement of the dis¬ 
pute over the cod fishing 
grounds around Iceland. 

Until yesterday evening, the 
‘ British Government bad expec¬ 
ted - an announcement . from 
. Iceland breaking off all rela- 
tiqns vrith London. 

In a radio interview, Mr Geir 
Hallgrimsson, the Icelandic 
Prime Minister, said lie did not 
l exclude -the '."possibility of 
further talks. “ But a' condition 
for any talks, with, the British 
i sthat they withdraw their vrar- 
ships Eroni Icelandic 'waters", 
he said. 

Whether the Icelanders had. 
been taken off guard by the 
return 'of two' Rbyal' Navy 
frigates to the fishing grounds 
'on Thursday, or whether they 
' were mollified by an appeal 
from Nato leaders in Brussels 
-yesterday, was 1 -still not clear 
last night. . . .... 

Only hours after the Icelandic 
Government’s statement, the 
Reykjavik coastguard com¬ 
plained that the British frigate 
Juno had rammed the , Ice¬ 
landic gunboat Tyr.

1. THE NATIONAL OUTLOOK 

s.-y- —t—- —^- thinks deeply and who looks ahead can 
tail to he anxious as tw~vo= H.nnmi Outlook- Economic¬ 
ally Britain with a population oP 52 mfllion 00 a small 
island, has yet to recover from toe effects of two wars 
within the past 50 years and her chances of doing so are 
made harder by toe changing economic c ir c um stances of 
this half century. Tbe world struggle for industrial markets 
and increasing world demand for food is gradually shifting 
toe balance between the rewards for agriculture and the 
rewards for industry. Great Britain's days of cheap food 
imports and relatively.high priced exports of manufactured 
goods have gone for ever. Britain can never again be 
the world’s chief supplier of manufactured goods—she can 
never again be an agricultural country but .unless she.can 
materially alter the balance oE home food prodoctioh is 
relation to exports and imports she is likely to suffer a 
perpetual series of economlrcrises. 

Morally and spiritually there Is tbe same cause for 
anxiety, empty churches, broken marriages, juvenile crime, 
a restless craving by our urban masses for artUlcal and 
passive pleasure rather than energy to create one's own 
amusements; a materialistic desire in. all sections of toe 
community to get us as much as possible For as little 
service as possible ; a general weakening of commercial and 
other morality throughout the entire nation and in insidious 
apathy which is creeping gradually over the people to the 
detriment of enthnsiasm, leadership and hard work. 

- Although in all sections of toe community there appears a 
general realization that there can be no economic Improve¬ 
ment without first an improvement in toe moral and 
spiritual conscience of the people, there is general apathy 
and a lack of knowledge as to how that improvement can. 
come about Some say the reason lies in toe failure of tbe 
churches, some In toe way our schools bring us up. some 
that it is just that Britain has started the days of her decline 
as long ago tbe an dent empires of Greece and Rome started 
theirs. . 


2. THE GOOD EARTH 

In Norwich there is another school of thought—that man 
was intended by his Creator to have cuntacr with toe good 
earth and with nature and that many of our social, moral 
and spiritual troubles may be due to the fact that, too 
Industrial Revolution divorced toe large majority of our 
urban masses from those natural contacts: toe result bein' 
thar mankind is beginning to deteriorate even as a wild 
animal deteriorates in captivity. 

“ It is because ”, as John Green says, “ large masses of 
people are deprived of the natural associations of living 
that they are apt to become bored and depressed by human 
existence. Dependence on the seasons and on the life cycle 
of animats is something which toe human race may well 
need and if so it is something which must be satisfied. 
This is no romantic claim for a new way of life but rather 
a claim for recognition of an existing need in an industrial 
society for some of toe forgotten skills and associations.'’ 

We most realize that the large town, and the problems 
created thereby, are something reasonably new £n our 
history. In the Middle Aces many of the townsmen had 
bits of land of their own u the tou-n fields and cultivated 
them freely of their own accord. They combined the 
practice of a craft with a small bolding or the keeping of a 
beast or two, and thus achieved a balanced economy which, 
in toe opinion of Dr Vi. G. Hoskins, Reader of Economic 
History at Oxford University, was toe best way of living 
ever achieved by mankind. It is Impossible to say what 
proportion of a town population bad some contact with 
agriculture in pre-Indus trial Revolution days, but it was 
undoubtedly considerable. 

(3) THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION 

Then came the Industrial Revolution, the growth or iarue 
towns and toe beginning of too materialistic age, which iu 
many cases has broaght hunger to tbe soul and a crnvinc 
for artificial amuscmeuLs as an antidote for natural happi¬ 
ness which is lacking. While beween 1S75 and 1914 'Britain 
was flooding tbe world with manufactured goods, she ties 
getting in exchange cheap food produced under conditions 
which the buyer himself would never have agreed to work. 
T alcing the long view, cheap food has been a groat disaster 
for Britain. It divorced our people in urban areas frum.. 
the natural and simple pleasures of life and led them to the 
passive and artificial. It encouraged them to expect, as of 
risht, food produced under conditions which they them¬ 
selves would not have tolerated. It has taught a wronz* 
standard Of values in the belief that if you only have 


enough money, you have happiness. Cheap food taught our 
people that land is of no value—which is IU narrated by The 
many idle plots In country and town alike—whereas in fact 
economically, physically and morally. If a man knows how 
to u>u it properly, a piece oF laud is toe most valuable thing 
a man can possess. More disastrous than ever, the divorce¬ 
ment of our people from the balanced economy of the 
Middle Ages, and from natural contacts, has led to a 
deplorable lack of dependence of the individual on himself 
with a loss of that moral and spiritual independence which 
comes from self help, out of doors, in contact with the 
good earth ami nature. 

(41 THE PROBLEM OF FOOD 

In very many ways the spiritual is reflected iu the physi¬ 
cal." The material body requires regular nourishment^ the. 
spiritual life equally requires regular sustenance which 
it derives from prayer,-worship and Bible reading and the 
like. It is also true that the physical beauty of splendid 
or natural surroundings has a vital part to play in our 
lives. Modern urbanization is something unnatural and we 
play with nature at our peril- It is part of the duty of the 
Christian Church to point this out. 

The Norwich and District Food Production Council—a 
committee of delegates representing schools and allotments, 
and domestic poultry and rabbit clubs—was formed In 1948 
fur economic reasons. It anticipated that Britain would 
never again be able to depend on cheap imported food as 
she did before tbe war and that the best safeguard against 
a permanent national food shortage was not to depend en¬ 
tirely on the farmers but for everyone with a garden or 
-allotment to grow vegetables and raise small livestock such 
as poultry and rabbits for themselves. 

As time went on this Council discovered moral and even 
spiritual values in its belief. It found that even as the fresh 
food from garden and allotment nourished people’s bodies, 
so did toe care of garden and stock give them quiet minds. 
The families that cultivated their gardens and allotments 
were happy and healthy. Mothers and children as well as 
fathers-enjoyed-it. The garden seemed to be a cure for 
many of the ills of town life—the nervous strain, the end¬ 
less craving to be amused, toe disposition to look for state 
aid instead of relying upon self help. The gardener, instead 
of-grumbling abour shortages and asking. “ Why doesn't 
toe government do something about it ? gained a great 
dent of satisfaction out of doing something for himself. 
Self help in contact with fresh air and tbe good, earth gave 
an Independence, wisdom and fullness of spirit that it was 
impossible to obtain in office or factory or In the heart 
of a big town. And economically self help in garden or 
allotment could help the family budget without adding to 
inflation as does a rise of wages. 

(51 NEW LEADERSHIP 

Now that hundreds of thousands of acres have been taken 
from fanning for the housing of our populace in toe out¬ 
lying urban areas it is possible to remedy some of toe evils 
to which I have referred earlier. But for that to happen 
there will have to be new ideas, new leadership and a 
new standard of values. Our economic and moral situations 
are bound up together and bear at the moment alarming 
similarities to those prevailing in toe declining days of 
the andent empires of Greece and Rome. The need to'grow 
more food and to cook it properly will, as the years go by, 
become more demanding. In the future an outlying towns¬ 
man may have his job in office or factory with slightly 
shorter hours but combined with toe necessity to cultivate 
bis garden or allotment with crops, rear small livestock 
and be better off toau a townsman with a higher wage. The 
return to that balanced economy spoken of by Dr. W. G. 
Hcwkins as the best way or living ever achieved by mankind 
will in time lead to a better standard of values and an 
economic, social, moral and spiritual improvement In our 
i Hilly ing townsman which will reflect itself for toe better 
over the whole national life of Britain. 

in the seven years of its existence toe allotment holders, 
domestic poultry and rabbit keepers of Norwich and 
disnicr. by being tlie first to attempt the redress of some 
of the worst eriis of the Industrial Revolution, by calling 
attention to toe value of self help and the importance of 
Hie individual and hfs contribution to his own and national 
w«]|-lMing, have found a positive creed of living which can 
give hope in the days of difficulty which must inerinblv 
face the 32,000,non people In these islands in toe days 
ahead. 


If ail of us who can, practise the Gospel of the good earth it will not only 
make a huge contribution to our national balance of payments deficit and help 
to counter inflation, but it will do much to help the Archbishop of Canterbury^ 
Appeal for less materialism and a more simple and Christian way of life. And 
from the earth and its increase we shall once again learn the pride of industry 
and the necessity for Faith. -

The ruling coalition in Bonn 
today received a new and more 
serious rebuff from the Lower 
Saxony state parliament, which 
once again elected the opposi¬ 
tion candidate as Land Prime 
Minister. The coalition of Social 
Democrats (SPD) and Free 
Democrats (FDP) have a com¬ 
bined majority of one over the 
Christian Democrats (CDU) in 
the Hanover legislature of 155 
seats. On January 14, Herr 
Helmut Kasimier, the coalition 
candidate for the premiership, 
got only 75 votes because three 
coalition deputies deliberately 
spoilt their papers. The CDU 
candidate got // votes, hot as 
neither achieved the constitu¬ 
tionally required absolute 
majority figure of 78, another 
ballot was held the next day. 

In the second round. Dr 
Ernst Albrecht, the CDU con- 
tender, got 78 votes to Herr 
Kasimiep 5 74. Not only bad 
three coalition deputies spoilt 
their papers but a fourth must 
have cast his vote for the CDU 
in the secret bailor. 


Under the state constitution. 
Dr Albrecht a then had three 
weeks in wbich to present a 
cabinet to Parliament, which 
would s-lso have needed _ 7S 
votes to be confirmed in office. 
He failed to meet the deadline. 
Neither coalition parry wanted 
to cooperate in a new align¬ 
ment of parties. 

This made today's third 
round necessary. Kerr Kasi- 
mier stood down as candidate 
to make way for Herr Karl 
Ravens, federal Minister of 
Housing and Planning. The 
SPD leadership in Bonn chose 
this relative political heavy¬ 
weight on the assutnmion that 
the defections had been 
prompted, by disapproval of 
Herr Kasimicr.

The authorities today banned 
three concerts by the protest 
singer R aim on, arranged for 
toniaht and the weekend, after 
incidents at bis concert last 
night when thousands of people 
shouted for an amnesty and 
wared placards. 

Raimun was welcomed back 
after eisht years of bans with 
a standing ovation from tbe 
rapacity audience of 6,060. Riot 
police were on guard inside and 
outside the sports pavilion of 
Real Madrid, the football team, 
but did not intervene.. 

The police said today that the 
three concerts were banned 
because of “ lamentable 
incidents ” and _ cited several 
slogans a$ being offensive, 
including “ Dolores Tbarruri 
and Santiago Carrillo fa com¬ 
munist civil war leader and the 
exiled secretary of the Spanish 
Communist Party] to Madrid”. 
Members of the audience also 
shouted offensive slogans 
against King Juan Carlos, the 
Government and the police. 

Opposition leaders attended 
the concert and sat in the f-<>m 
row, among them Seiior 


Marcslino Camacho, the 
workers’ leader, and former 
political prisoner. Seuor Raid 
Morotlo, leader of the Pnnuiar 
Socialist Party. Secor Felioe 
Gonzales, secretary of the 
Spanish Workers’ Socialist 
Parti', and Sector Joaquin 
Garrigues Walker, of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

Some people lit matches 
during the concert as a sign 
of the flame of liberty. 

Raimon. a native of Valencia, 
was interrupted frequently by 
shouts of “ Freedom, freedom ". 

While disappointed fans were 
learning that the concerts had 
been banned, the Cabinet met 
to study a proposal to allow 
greater freedom of assembly 
and demonstration.

The rights of the as yet unborn 
Child were va"ne. Given the 
dubious slate 01 the law and the 
protracted difficulties of those chil¬ 
dren involved in the. Thalidomide 
tragedy, they should take urgent 
steps to encurc that children born 
in the future with disabilities 
believed to be due to fault or 
neglect should -luvc a dear and 
unequivocal'risht to seek .compen¬ 
sation rhrnueb the courts. 

■ There was 1 ample evidence 
already that children were being 
born with deformities that could 
be traced to faulty processes and 
products. Even if foe Thalido¬ 
mide tragedy had never occurred 
there would be a need for urgent 
legislation 

He expected that all MPs shored' 
bis wish foot they should make 
provision to every child born dis¬ 
abled to receive compensation 
without proof of fault. This was 
not possible. Nor only would it 
preempt die work of the Royal 
Commission on Civil Liability and 
Compensation for Personal Injury, 
bur it would require financial 
and - administrative arrangements 
beyond die scope of the present 
Bill. 

They could at this stage cast 
some light Into this dark corner 
of the law and make whatever 
improvements were possible with¬ 
in the confines of the ton system. 

The Royal Commission might 
well recommend a system which 
removed the need for fault to be 
proved in these cases but it would 
be some time before any recom¬ 
mendations the Royal Commission 
made could take effect. In that 
period many children would be 
bom with disabilities. 

' In some cases disability could 
be ascii bed to pre-natal occur¬ 
rences and fn such cases it v.as 
essential that any doubts' as to 
die 'state of the .law should bn 
removed. For this reason, he 
thought ir important to Introduce 
the Bill, although it might turn 
out to he-no more than an Interim 
measure. 

The Bill provided that If a parent 
was affected by a pre-natal 
occurrence which caused the child 
to be born with disabilities which 
would not otherwise. have been 
present, any person who was or 
would have been liable in tort to 
foe parent for that .occurrence 
would be liable to tbc chDd whose 
injuries were to be regarded as 
arising from the occurrence and. 
actionable accordingly. 

Tn the matter of abortion, the 
Bill was neutral. It wss not con¬ 
cerned with any question related 
to foe rights of foe foetus. It was 
concerned with disabilities suffered 
by a Wviaz child resulting from a 
wrongful sict committal before foe 
child’s birth. The Bill imposed 
liability to the "child only where 
-there was liability in tort to_the 
parent. There could be no liability 
in resp ect of self-inflicted injury 

Clause 2o7 foc'Bffl'profidntrma^- 
a woman driving a motor vehicle 
when she wra pregnant «ns to he 
regarded as being under the same 
duly to take care for tbc safety 
of her unborn child, as the law 
imposed on her with resnoct to 
the- safetv of .other people.

Useful purpose 

MR ALFRED MORRIS, Under 
Secretary for the Disabled (Men- 
chrster. ' Wythenshawe. Lab) 
said the Government supported 
the Bill. Concerned with legal 
liability, it. would serve ■ foe 
{useful purpose of ensuring that a 
.disabled child whose disability 
arose From the wrongful act of 
another wouH not be impeded In 
a claim for'damages hy any doubt 
or obscurity in foe law. The prob¬ 
lems ' of disabled children .were 
immensely wide and varied and in 
the major!w of cases foe solution 
of their problems did not lay in 
legal remedy. The Government 
were therefore anxious to main¬ 
tain and improve ail available 
means of 'support. 

There' have been press reports 
(Tie said) leading some people to 
believe that- rhis Bill will provide 
for compensation to be - payable to 
all children who arc born handi¬ 
capped. That is nor so. T hope 
these reports have not raised ex¬ 
pectations among parents which 
go beyond what the Bill provides. 

Handicapped children in the 
main will. still rely for help cm 
services provided by statutory and 
voluntary agencies. There is a 
wide range of such belp available. 

Other, helo was by'the Family 
Fund administered For the Govern¬ 
ment by the.Rountree Trust. This 
was available, net cniy to congeni¬ 
tally handicapped children, but to 
severelv handicapped children as 
a whole. In the three years since 
it was launched, 22,000 families 
bad been helped a i a cost of well

.Current- ..ecoo-mic difficulties 
had net been allowed to stand in 
the wav of increased Government 
help Tor the fund. By foe end of 
the month lha Government would 
have added another £>m to the 
original £3m grant given by foe 
previous administration.

The ‘ Government supported the' 
Bill. The work of foe Royal Com¬ 
mission did nac remove foe need 
to clarify improve this branch 
os foe law. 

MR B OS C A WEN (Wells, C) 
said mere parents of severely dis¬ 
abled children would be unable to 
esteblisb a claim than would be 
successful. Tha: was bound to 
cause onsidarable distress. Tbc 
Bid must not ba framed to gtre 
fa’se hopes to a large number of 
pe.-ple who thought they might 
huve a claim. 

MR CARTER-JONES [Ecclfes, 
Labi said fftn* erferts should be 
ccncesrirated rji giving aid to all 
who were disabled. The Bill wonhl 
'take off sbmc of tbe financial bur¬ 
dens und help to reallocate scarce 
resources. 

MR ABSE (Pontypool, Lcb)-safd 
that no.longer, as a consequence- 
of foe Bill, would those who by 
their negligence or recklessness 
provoked these disasters, be able 
to shield from the financial conse¬ 
quences of tbeir actions because 
foe law remained ambiguous. 

He found it less than tolerable 
that there should bave been aoy 
overt attempts to deter foe House 
from, passing any Bill at on. One 
attempt v.-as en article last year 
by foe Science Correspondent of 
Tlic.Times. Ha had misled him¬ 
self as to' what foe law v.-as and 
as a result came to erroneous con¬ 
clusions. The other Intervention 
was "by Lord Pearson. His letter 
to The Times showed a singular 
lack of political sensibility. 

Everyone should realize that if

The Bill-.would enable those xes- 
ponsfble for conducting: claims on 
behalf of this sort of - person to 
know where they. stood and to 
weigh up a settlement for what 
it was worth. 

Tbe Bill related only ro a limited 
class of children, .those .whose dis~ 
abilities could be shown to have 
resulted from a pre-natal event the 
fault of another It would not 
assist children whose disabilities 
were inherent or stemmed from 
pure 'accident. 

He suspected mat foe majority 
or children with congenital dis¬ 
abilities would fall outside the 
Bill but there would be those for 
whom foe proposals would be 
important. 

Mapy situations would be left 
outside foe Bill. The Government 
were mindful of foe general prob¬ 
lem of finding some means of 
giving adequate support, to ail 
children who were fuund at birth 
to be disabled. Ir was clear from 
Lord Pearson’s letter to The Times 
tnat foe Rpyal Commission "for 
civil liabilities had this in mind. 

MPs were looking forward to 
foe. report of foe Royal Com¬ 
mission but they had to be 
realistic. They had been told that 
the commission would complete 
fooir work by-foe end of foe year. 
Knowing bow things worked in 
practice, there would have to. be 
proper consideration of their 
recommendations and consulta¬ 
tions inside and oatside Govern¬ 
ment. MPs should" not be ton 
optimistic. He suspected that 
legislation was years rather than 
months away. 

It would do nothing but good 
to remedy this specific grievance 
now. Whether this legislation 
would have to be amended iu the 
light of foe commission’s report 
depended on what they reported 
They might well find that tbeir 
work today was mare enduring 
tban had sometimes been sug¬ 
gested. If not. It was likely to 
have a useful life, long enough to 
Justify- foe time they-spent on it.

Is road on industrial 
estate abroad’? 


Cox v White 

Before • Lord Widgcry, Lord 
Chief- Justice,-Mr Justice Kilacr 
Brown and Mr Justice Watkins: 

:■ Tbe Divisional Court considered 
foe definition of a “ road ” when 
hearing a prosecutor's appeal, by 
case stated, against the acquittal, 
bv Nottingham justices, of Alan 
White, aged 44. of Forest Town. 
Mansfield, of driving a motor 
vehicle while disqualified, driwog 
white uninsured and dri-.idfi with¬ 
out a -test certificate oo No 2 
Road, Colwick Estate, Colwick. 
owned and maintained by Dob»on 
Properties- Ltd,'contrary-to sec¬ 
tions 09. 143 and 44 of foe Road 
Traffic-Act,-1972, respectively. 

Mr F. -M. Pearce for foe prose¬ 
cutor ; 'Mr P. j. Walmsley for the 
defondnht- 

MR JUSTICE KILNER BROWN 
said that the case did not turn on 
fob offences themselves but on 
whether or not foe charges were 
properly-laid, foe question being 
whether the defendant bad been 
driving on n “ road ”, within the 
meaning of section 196 of foe 
Road'Traffic Act, 1972. The sec¬ 
tion provided that" * road means 
any highway and any other road 
to which foe public has 
access - - - ” 

Tbc justices found that there 
were no gates or barriers at foe 
entrances to foe estate, but that 
notices were erected saying V 

Highways Act, 1959, section 3A, 
Colwick . Industrial Estate. No 
public vehicular right of way ”. 
There was no reference to pedes- 

111 Harrison v Hill tl9321 ,JC_ 33 
and other authorities were area 
to the Justices. Whether or not 
the public had access to a road 
was a question of fact. Tbe law 
was plain. A mere slight degree 
of access was not enough to 
satisfy foe definition of “ road ”. 
Tbe question was one of degree. 
But 'foe justices, instead of apply¬ 
ing their minds to that issue, took 
foe view that although the road 
was used by foe public-as mem¬ 
bers of the public, foe attitude of 
foe owners of foe road to that 
use, to bring foe road within tbe 


scope of the 1972 Act. must b« 
consent rather- than tolerance. 
Accordingly, applying their own 
local'knowledge of the area, they 
accepted tha defendant’s con¬ 
tentions that by reason of the 
notices erected and the difference 
of road surface and colour, die 
distinction between tiie estate 
roads and the loco! highways was 
readily apparent to road users, 
and that-there were no establish* 
means on the estate such as shops, 
public houses, post offices or 
weighbridges, to which un¬ 
restricted classes of foe public had 
access as of right, or were invited 
to enter. 

The justices also accepted the 
submission that although foe road 
was nwd by .the public in their 

capacity as members of foe 
public to pass through tbe estate 
as a more convenient alternative 
route, they did so only with the 
tolerance or the owner, since it 
was impractical to prevent them. 

Whether or' not it was a 
“road” was a 1 question of fact 
for tbe justices to find. His 
Lordship did not know how they 
bad come to focir conclusion. 
Somehow they formed the view 
that use by consent and use by 
tolerance were relevant factors. 

His Lordship would be disposed 
ro say that since the Justices 
found that foe road was a place 
to which tbe public had access, 
it was a “ road ” within the Act. 
But because - of. foe insufficiency 
of evidence whether foe justices 
had applied the right test and of 
foe introduction of the elements 
of consent and tolerance, foe case 
ought to be remitted -to tbe 
justices for further consideration. 

The LORD CHIEF JUSTICE, 
agreeing, said that be had sym¬ 
pathy with foe justices, since they 
were dearly persuaded that the 
issues were - more complicated 
than foey really were. The 
justices, and all justices consider¬ 
ing similar points, should be 
guided bv Harrison v Hill. . 

Mr Justice .Watkins agreed. .

Court of Appeal 

Premiums on insurance 
policies deductible 


In re Whitfield’s Estate 
The- Court of Appeal (Lord Jus¬ 
tice Stamp, Lord" Justice Ormrod 
and Lord Justice GoEf) allowed an 
appeal by the executors of Rebecca 
Augusta-Whitfiqld-from the order 
of Mr Justice Walton (The Times. 
July 24. 1974 ; |197SJ Ch 2931 that 
payments under certain 'assurance 
policies on tbe deceased’s life to 
relatives in order to meet lia¬ 
bility for estate dnty were 
aggreeablc with the rest of her 
estate In ascertaining' foe rate of 
duty. 

Tbe deceased had been worried 
about tbe duty liability of relatives 
on certain inter vivos-gifts which 
she bad made, and her solicitor 
made arrangements to take 
out four assurance policies 
with premiums of 120,000 
each at her expense. Her bank 
agreed to lend her ESO.uod against 
seenHi-ias. She gave two powers 
of attorney to her sou, one of-a 
general nature, the ocher spedff-; 
cally authorizing him to effect foe _ 
proposed policies and to borrow- 
for tbe purpose of paying the 
premiums on them. The son and 
the solicitor (the executors) met 
the bank manager and foe insurers’ 
representative at the bank in 1953. 
They opened an account In foe 
deceased’s name with an overdraft 
limit of £100,000. Tbe son drew a . 
cheque in favour of foe insurers 
and handed it to their representa¬ 
tive. To make foe polities 
immediately effective, the repre¬ 
sentative banded foe cheque to 
tbe manager and obtained 9 bank¬ 
er’s draft for that amount. The 
deceased died foe next day. 

The Inland "Revenue claimed 
that the £80,000 was aggrcgable 
with the rest of her estate in 
ascertaining foe rate of dnty pay¬ 
able. on the ground that in. order 
for the transaction to be “ wholly.. 
for 'the deceased’s own use and 
benefit 1 " within section 7(l)(a) of 
foe Finance Act, 1894. and there¬ 
fore deductible for tbc purpose 
of estate duty, the deceased-must 
have become master of or had 
dominion, over or had in his hands 
foe consideration for foe debt. 

Section 7(1) reads: ** In 
determining the value of an estate 
for foe purpose of estate duty 
allowance shall be made ... for 
debts and incumbrances; but an 
allowance shall nor be made—(a) 
for debts.Incurred by the deceased, 
'or . Incumbrances created by a 
disposition made by the deceased, 
unless such debts, or incumbrances 
were incurred or created bona fide 
for full consideration in money or 
money’s worth "wholly for the 
deceased’s own use and benefit and 
rake effect out of bis interest.. . ■ 

LORD JUSTICE STAMP, giving 
foe judgment of foe court, said 
that it was to be a term of each 
contract of assurance that foe de¬ 
ceased should have no benefit 
thereunder but should hold foe 
pdlicy and all its benefits upon 
trust for the beneficiary named 
therein. By that means it was 
thought that foe sum payable on 
the deceased’s death, though liable 
to estate duly, would not be 
aggregablc one with tbe other or 
with foe rest of foe estate 
in ascertaining foe rate of duty. 

Tbe power of attorney of neces¬ 
sity empowered ' foe attorney to 
borrow ** for foe purpose of pay¬ 
ing the premiums an foe . . . said 
policies, op such terms and with 
or without security as he should 
think fit.” The bank accordingly 
required that the money to be 
lent should be paid to the assur¬ 
ance society. His Lordship added 
that had the deceased been 
present the transactions would 
probably bave taken place in foe 
same way. A customer who had 
overdraft facilities with bis bank 
naturally drew a cheque in favonr 
of the payee to whom he wished 
to make a payment and did not 
first obtain mastery or dominion 
over. tbe amount which he was 
permitted to overdraw. 

A cheque was draiva by the 
attorney on foe new account 
opened with foe deceased in 
favour of foe assurance society, 
in order that tbe contemplated 
contract of assurance should be¬ 
come binding, foe society’s repre-

draft account and received in 
return a draft for £80,000. Their 
Lcugships accepted that from that 
moment, and not before, the debt 
to foe bank was “ incurred ”. 

As between foe bank and foe 
customer nothing was withheld by 
foe bank from foe consideration 
which supported the debt. The 
argument to foe contrary failed to 
distinguish between the trans¬ 
action by which foe deceased bor¬ 
rowed foe money and foe trans¬ 
action by which she paid it to foe 
assurance society is retnzn for foe 
promises contained in foe policy. 
The society was no party to the 
former transaction and the bank 
was no parly to foe contract of 
assurance. The bank was only 
concerned with foe latter contract 
to see that foe money lent to 
its customer was not dealt with 
otherwise than in accordance with 
her authority. 

As between tbe bonk and foe de¬ 
ceased, foe transaction was a 
'normal banking transaction. Tbe 
-deceased incurred a liability to 
.the bank to pay £80,000 in return 
for tbe bank paying to the assur- 
ance. society by her order £80,000. 
Nothing in foe way of bounty pas¬ 
sed from the bank to foe payee of 
foe deceased’s cheque, and tbeir 
Lordships were unable to accept 
that the debt was incurred, or 
that foe consideration was other¬ 
wise than “ wholly for ” foe cus¬ 
tomer’s “ own use and benefit 
A bank which complied with a 
customer’s order to pay did not do 
so In any ordinary sense “ for foe. 
use ” or “ benefit ” of foe payee, 
although foe payee would no doubt 
normally use and benefit from 
the payment. 

Finding nothing in section 7(f)* 
(a) which In Terms Introduced foe 
requirement that foe considera-- 
tion should have been received by* 
foe deceased or that he should' 
have it under his personal con-' 
trol, their Lordships wonld allow 
foe appeal. -

Tk-*« u*aj ui -may nut, m evSry' 
villain, be a decent human 
being struggling to get qul It 
is worth considering, although 
as more people with less qualms 
maim or slaughter one another 
every day, the possibility be¬ 
comes continually harder to 
entertain. One great virtue of 
Breaking the Pattern (in the 
occasional series, A Story of 
Our Time) was its effect as a 
reminder. Several reminders, 
to be exact. 

This was the story of Sam, 
product of a disastrous home. 
Neither of his parents could 
cope with life at all, but—or 
perhaps therefore—the children 
kept arriving When mother 
was not pregnant she was often 
in prison. At home she was 
unpredictable and very violent 
—Sam. bears the marks she gave 
him to this day. Father doesn’t 
seem to have made much of an. 
impression in any direction. 
Sam was soon in trouble with 
the police and ended up with 
a spell in a Borstal which, more 
or less in spite of .itself, 
turned out to be the saving of 

him. 

What are the reminders ? 
First, that out of a family of 
nine or so, all presumably sub¬ 
jected to very similar condi¬ 
tions, only some went awry. A 
wretched background is not a 
guarantee of misery in later 
life, but the question is: what 
makes the difference ? So far 
as I am aware, nobody knows 
anything for certain. One 
might guess at temperamental 
—which may mean bio-chemical 
—variations chi which rather 
similar experiences react quite 
differently, but that is to say 
everything and nothing. One— 
or at least' 2 do not have » 
tread that quicksand to allow 
that experience can be a ter¬ 
rible conditioner. That I can¬ 
not grasp at all what Sam went 

through is evidence of the. enor¬ 
mity of the gap between it and 
my circumstances although 1 
think there may exist a pointer 
to how damaging that gap can 
be in the consideration of one’s 
own equilibrium or lack of it 
when faced with nothing like 
the stress. 

What else ? Sam does indeed 
present the decent human being 
struggling to get out. He could 
describe with all the sharpness 
of experience, the feeling of 
not wanting to be the way he 
was. while at the same time 
of being unable to break out 
of it, indeed of doing—in a 
bid for attention, possibly—the 
very thing s that were bound to 
get him deeper in. For part of 
the trap in which he found him¬ 
self consisted in the fact that 
the attention he received m res¬ 
ponse to violence and bloody- 
mindedness was—with one 
honourable exception—always 
of the kind to aggravate his 
behaviour, not improve it. 
Ihere is another measure of his 
desperate situation in his 
remark that his spell in Borstal 
was the only time until then 
that he bad ever felt safe. 

The exception which broke 
the rule was a man called 
Michael Coombs, Governor of 
Sam’s Borstal and tbeir first 


meeting' was Liitilted to a brisk 
“fuck off” or words to that 
effect in reply to a courteous 
good morning. Coombs’ response 
speaks volumes: he was not 
simply unshocked—which is in 
its turn a thousand miles from 
being shocked and concealing 
it—; he said in effect: “When 
someone answers you like that, 
you know where you are, it does 
half your work; for you.” 
Gradually Coombs reclaimed 
Sam, allowed the part of him 
that wanted out to; come to the 
surface and Samjat 25 now 
seems to be all right.

IK weak or 
absent, can anything be done? 
And bow to activate) it? Aren ’t 
such questions anyway rather 
inappropriate, mechanical ?

There 
was some fertile material here 
with Laurens van der Post, 
Duncan Carse and Robin Han- 
bury-Tentson . talking about 
their travels and the crises they 
have bad to meet and 
survive. However Christopher 
Matthews’s questioning left off 
at the points where things were 
getting kmerostiog—ie, at the 
more personal response. Very 
probably you' exempt cantina 
that kind of conversation with 
a group; it needs individual 
interviewing. It also needs 
several people to consider 
doing it 

I think it’s safe to recom¬ 
mend Michael Mason’s Yanks 
and Limeys for the remainder 
of its run (two down, six to go). 
It’s like a lightweight Analysis 
with music and effects. There’s 
a simpler, but no less a plea¬ 
sure to be had from R2’s The 
Great American Railroad (Wed* 
nesday). Consume with caution, 
however, for this is Bicentenary 
Year and the signs are that we 
may have Bicentenary Indiges¬ 
tion by the end of it. Other¬ 
wise next week looks a little 
short on particular event, but 
you might try Margie (Sunday, 
R3). He Its Your Line Special 
(Wednesdays R4) on “ The 
Future of Ulster” may, like 
Sam mid with any kick, remind 
us of decent human beings 
struggling to get out. More 
than that is not to be expected.

Frederick Ashton arrived for 
dinner wearing a little bunch 
of charms on a chain around 
his neck. “ They are Brazilian ”, 
he explained, "and these two 
are supposed to ward off ill 
luck. I thought that as 1 was 
doing a new ballet E ought to 
wear- them.” A Month zn the 
Country has hs first perform¬ 
ance at Covent Garden next 
Thursday. How did it feel, I

“I had forgotten how alarm-

I might have overlooked. Also, 
I have been reading Turgeniev, 
not only the play but all the 
novels. When I am making a 
ballet, I always read all round 
the subject. For Scenes de 
Ballet, I studied. Euclid and 
geometry: the patterns fascin¬ 
ated me. 

"In my early days it was 
{Efferent. When I -was young 
and created The.Lord of Bur- 
leighj it was quite an interest¬ 
ing idea to tiring all. those 
Tennyson characters to life, but 
in those days I was.really only 
interested m making beautiful 
dances and I did not' go into it. 
as • deeply as I should have 
done.” - • • 

What, I asked, had tempted 
him to the subject of the. new 
work? “I have wanted to do¬ 
it since the Thirties, when I 
first saw the play. It was done 
by- a very, bad company,- with • 
a -not very good actress as 
Natalia Fetrovna—very plump; 
but at that time they did not 
play it as comedy, as they do 
now. . . . 

I am. always, interested m 
human relations and their com¬ 
plications. . I think the interest 
of Natalia Petrovna is that she 
**• can able of love but she is 
trapped ana prevented--from. 
loving. That is what makes her 
such a bitch; she is awful to 
her . ward, _ Vera, but only 
because she is'in love and Vera' 
also loves the same- person. : - 

* The problem in showing 
this* is the transition from 
poetry to prose, as it were: 
from the romantic passages to 
failing the story. I have tried 


to avoid too mimetic a treat¬ 
ment. 

“ It has ended up rather like 
a Mozart opera with arias and 
recitatives. I .did not know it 
would be like that when I- 
began; that is bow it worked 
out. The passages of story tell¬ 
ing have taken much longer to 
do than the dances, because I 
have bad to work bard to.make 
them true to life and vital to 
the action, and to eliminate 
everything inessential 

“ Of course I have been 
lucky; X have a cast of only 
eight and it has been a 


Also the music has been an 
inspiration.” I remarked that 
it was the first time Sir 
Frederick had used . Chopin 
music.' “Yes. I always wanted 
to do a Chopin ballet, but there 
was the shadow of Foldne hang¬ 
ing over one, and then Jerry 
Robbins. 

“When I was thinking about 
the ballet E started by listening 
to all the minor Tchaikovsky 
pieces, thinking: that Tchaikov¬ 
sky would be right for Turgen¬ 
iev. but they didn't work. Then 
I listened to Cui. and all the 
minor Russians. One day at a 
cocktail'party I met Isaiah Ber¬ 
lin and asked him * Which com¬ 
poser would be right, for 
Turgeniev ? ’ He answered. 
‘Chopin* and T thought ‘Oh 
God, all that. sifting through 
nocturnes and preludes and 
dtudes*. 

' ; “ Then Michael Semes said he ~ 
had a record he wanted to 
laid me. not with the idea of 
using the music for a ballet 
bnt because be thought I would 
enjoy it. That was Chopin’s 
orchestral pieces, all ‘ the 
orchestral works he wrote 
except the two piano concertos. 
I played It and liked it But I 
sriH did not think of it for the 
baHet-because the pieces were 
in an order that did not fit. 

“It never occurred to me to 
change the order, I suppose 
because I thought, that was the 
order they were meant to "be in 
and I always like to respect 
the composer’s intentions. But 
I tried to buy a copy of the 
record and was told it was out 


of print but another recording 
of - the same pieces was 
available. On that,, they were 
played in a different order and 
suddenly it all fitted exactly 
with what. I needed. The music 
is very attractive and it was 
written when Chopin was 
young, before he came to Paris, 
so it -is full of vitality.” 

This is Ashton's jubilee year, 
just half a century since his 






Fashion. What was that Eke? 
** Nothing, just agreeable. It was 
10 minutes of pleasant enter¬ 
tainment to fit into a revue. The 
music was apt, and it looked 


rovrtch did some beautiful de¬ 
signs for it. And I- suppose it 
was quite well made; there 
were a couple of good dances 
in it. But in those days I had 
no idea of being a choreogra¬ 
pher. I just wanted to be 
Nijinsky.” 

Had he any idea in those days 
of what might come of British 
ballet ? “None at alL I wsrked 
wherever ' I could because 1 
needed the money, and then on 
Sundays we worked with Ram¬ 
bert at the Ballet Club for half 
a crown a performance. - 

“When I first joined the 
Wells in the Thirties I was paid 
£10 a week, and for that I had 
to produce three ballets a year 
and dance. I did. not get a rise 
until 1939, - so. I enjoyed just 
one week at £15 before I went 
into the- Air Force. - When I 
came out X was penniless and X 
was 40. Xt- was only-after the- 
war, when we moved to.Covent 
Garden, that -I negotiated with 
David- Webster -to be paid 
royalties ; and my initial salary 
then, was never raised until I 
became director. But. one did 
it because it was what one 
wanted to -do. . 

• “ For me, the most enjoyable 
time with any .ballet is -the 
period wfaen : you are working 
on it in the rehearsal studio. 
Then comes that terrible 
moment when your child is 
taken away from you'and put 
on that big empty stage, and It 
is out of your grasp, it is'no 
longer yours to fondle.”

Is she to con¬ 
tinue sharing her flat with 
Patrick, the office bore; or kick 
him out and. reinstate the ruth¬ 
less Dave who has already 
given- her two years of hell? Or 
is she to take the big plunge 
and.actually try living alone? 

Christopher Hampton pur¬ 
sues those alternatives through 
mo acts which arouse mounting 
amazement that the author of 
The Philanthropist and Savages 
could have settled for so insig¬ 
nificant, a theme and brought so 
little skill to working it out. 
Ax various moments it seems 
that the play -is about to 
expand beyond the private situ¬ 
ation. Dave returns and 
demands his favourite chair. 
Fine: splitting up the property 
can be the most painful parr of 
a separation, and comedy -could 
well explore that experience. 
But,-having touched on it, Mr 
Hampton lets it go. Likewise

The most 
believable of them is Patrick, 
a kindly, evasive mother’s boy 
closely related to the well- 
meaning hero of The Philanthro¬ 
pist. Stephen Moore plays him 
in ' ap apathetic shamble, 
periodically exploding into un¬ 
compromising statements which 
then peter out into “by and 
large. . . more or less. . .” 
Thanks to Mr Moore’s timing, 
the comedy arises straight from 
the character. Dave, his aggres¬ 
sive foil, is by contrast a pro¬ 
fessional stage wit. and James 
Eolam’s laughing-boy per¬ 
formance does nothing . to 
disguise the fact that it is 
the author more than the 
character who is cracking the 
jokes. 

Part of bis act is to fool the 
others with strings of lies ; but 
none of them is more implaus¬ 
ible than the alleged facts that 
he is a penniless reporter living 
at the Savoy Hotel, and lately 
arrested for breaking into an 
undertaker's for a Idp in. a 
coffin. In spite of a few telling 
ouips, be leaves you feeling that 
the role of the merciless ironist 
is too easy for a writer to cook 
up in solitude. 

The main enigma, however, is 
Ann herself. Why should she 
need.to choose between cohabit¬ 
ing with a bully or a weed? And 
why does she throw in her job 
as an interpreter? The play 


offers several passing explana¬ 
tions, none of them convincing 
as the character barely exists. 
' As Jane Asher plays her, pre¬ 
senting a surly profile among 
the bickering males, and period¬ 
ically bursting out into accusa¬ 
tions, tears, and conversational 
put-downs, she presents a series 
of attitudes rather than- a con¬ 
tinuous personality. 

To Mr Hampton, perhaps 
these attitudes reflect what 
such a life docs to some girls: 
the sour aftermath of a banquet 
of passing treats. But too muds 
of the play, apart from Ann. is 
based on attitudes. It is full 
of calculated reversals where 
the dialogue contradicts an 
expected response whether or 
not the twist is true to 
cbaracter. 

Tbere are also shock tactics, 
as where a Bruckner symphony 
is punctuated by a brawt that 
seem to have been dropped in 
entirely for their passing effect 

In Robert Kidd's production 
such moments are carefully in¬ 
sulated from the surrounding 
action which preserves Mr 
Hampton’s cool literacy. Mr 
Kidd has no success with a 
mysterious series of media 
scenes .where characters are left 
in solitude listening to records 
or watching television. Though 
I must admit that' some of. the 
biggest laughs caire from a 
relay of the Today programme. 
The anonymous, und'erfuniished 
setting is by Andrew Sanders.

One of these days, please God, 
somebody is going to tell us on 
television that he thoroughly 
enjoys living in his stately 
home, has no financial worries, 
likes to think of himself as a 
superior person and sucks boo 
to yon. But until then-you can 
reckon that any ancestral pile 
will be accompanied- by. certain 
standard assumptions.- ■ - 
. The house, you will know in 
advance, will be sprawling and 
inconvenient; _ and its'upkeep 
will be crippling to those who 
live there. They, of course, mil 
be ordinary people lEfce you 
and me: .You must put feudal¬ 


ism out of your mind. Their 
manner may suggest that they 
are doing you a favour by cher¬ 
ishing their bit of the nariou.il 
heritage. But that will be quite 
wrong. For them it is a sacred 
trust. 

Patrick Boyle's programme 
on Thursday about a family in 
their Scottish castle ran true 
to form. But it was better than 
most. For a start, the people 
were disarming. There was Papa 
with his falconry. There was 
Mummy with her insistence on 
the traditional virtues. And the 
children were charming—Adam, 
the Guardee, Amelie.with her' 
pet bantam, nine-year-old John 
who thought about God a good 
deal, and so on.. You could 
sec that each. was special. Of 
course we kept coming back to 
the difficulties of keeping up 
the house and the estate. But, 
jolly hockey sticks, everybody 


mucked in nod mucked our. 

The Drummonds had to keep 
up with the Jonses, too, if that 
is the right term for Perthshire. 
So we had the county's social 
round, with its cocktails and 
its cricket, its dances and its 
mindless party' games. And from" 
rime to time a gently sardonic 
camera brought us characters 
straight out of Wodchouse. 

It -was gracious living all 
right, splendidly maintained and 
delightfully shown. But as usual 
we were expected to leave the 
family on a note of sympathy. 
For they must wear tHeir over¬ 
coats indoors in the winter 
since the castle is so cold. And 
we were told this, ruark you, 
in a week when old age pen¬ 
sioners have died of hypo¬ 
thermia and_ television has 
shown us babies freezing in un¬ 
healed council flats. Please 
excuse me while I spit. 


James P. Johnson, Earl Hines 
and Art Tatum, is that it prob¬ 
ably led to the finest flowering 
of solo improvising since Beet¬ 
hoven's day. . , 

The sad thing about it is that 
its main survival today comes 
in tin* bastardized form of pub 
piano and that Waller’s glorious 
two-fisted artistry is known to 
most people in the shape of 
ham-fisted amateurism. It is as 
if the vast majority knew about 
Man to van! and bad never heard 
of Mozart. 

Luckily, there are still a few 
pianists who are dedicated, 
nim ble and sensitive enough to 
preserve the old tradition alive, 
and Dick Wellstood is about the 
best, of them. The ever-enter- 
prising Jazz Centre Society pre¬ 
sented him at the Seven Dials 
in Shelton Street, a 'congenial 
haunt enhanced by the pres¬ 
ence of Young’s bitter beer, 
and he did them proud. 

He plays his vast repertoire 
with such ease, with such a 
nonchalant disposition of the 
hands that the tmalerted 
listener might feel nothing was 
happening. In fact he is think¬ 
ing like lightning the whole 
time and it is difficult to spot 
a moment when his fingers do 
not follow suit. ‘ 

He is not so much a musical 
archaeologist, more a one-man 
repertory company dedicated n 
reinterpreting the works of 
Ellington, Waller, Joplin, John¬ 
son and many others in a total¬ 
ly individual manner. If this 
were a fair and just society he 
would be on television every 
other night and a household 
name. As it is, he is only here

The true believer in 
“Modem” architecture, furni¬ 
ture, painting, literature or 
music feels that the twentieth 
century should have its own 
unique culture uninhibited by 
precedent or influence from 
the past To these believers, the 
whole concept of the revival of 
past styles is anathema, they 
see any move in that dkection 
as a return to the “bad old 
days ” before twentieth century 
enlightenment bad done its 
work. This attitude in fact only 
dates back to the early twen¬ 
tieth century. During the eight¬ 
eenth and nineteenth centuries 
all architects, designers and 
artists worked in one or other 
of the revived historical styles. 
Georgian architects like Wil¬ 
liam Kent or Robert Adam 
tended to design both thpir 
houses and furniture after tne 
styles of the ancient Greeks or 
Romans. Their Victorian coun¬ 
terparts like A. W. N. Pugin or 
William Burges tended to 
favour a style based upon 
European medieval precedents. 

As far as surviving buildings 
which could act as sources for 
these designers and architects 
were concerned there existed 
sufficient historic examples 
whether Roman, Greek or 
medieval. But with furniture 
very few actual pieces sur¬ 
vived. The architects and furni¬ 
ture designers were therefore 
forced to invent furniture 
which was appropriate to the 
style of the interior for which 
it was designed. Thus neither 
the classically inspired furni¬ 
ture of William Kent nor the 
gothic inspired furniture of 
William Burges is likely to be 
confused by the amateur with 
the rare original surviving 
pieces of classical or gothic 
furniture. Because these pieces 
of eighteenth and nineteenth 
centtiry classical and gocn ; c 
revival furniture are so sasy to 
distinguish from the original 
they are accepted as works of 
original genius. But difficulties 
arise when we begin to face 
the problem of the revivals of 
more recent historical styles. 

The first of these for furni¬ 
ture started in the mid-eight¬ 
eenth century. In August, 1761, 
Horace Walpole wrote thus to 
his friend George Mo ntag u 
who was on holiday in Chesh¬ 
ire: “Dicky Bateman has 
picked up a whole cloister-full 
of old chairs in 
Herefordshire—he bought 
tbera one aod one, here and 
there in farmhouses, for three 
and sixpence and a crown 
apiece. They are of wood, their 
seats triangular, their backs, 
arms and legs loaded with tur¬ 
nery. A thousand to one but 
there are plenty up and down 
Cheshire ton.” Montague did 
not in fact find any chairs for 
Walpole, who contented him¬ 
self by having a reproduction 
made, copied from an example 
shown in an ancient stained 
glass window. 

By 1835 J. C. London could 
write that in London: “Th«*r«* 
are abundant remains of every 
kind oE Elizabethan furniture 
to be purchased of collectors. 
These when in Iragements are 
put together and made up into 
every article of furniture now

The spirit of the French 
West Indies—Guadeloupe, 
French Guyana, and, especi¬ 
ally, Martinique—is rhum. 
This is not the same, either 
in taste or by definition, as 
the rum made in the British 
West Judies and widely avail¬ 
able in the United Kingdom. 
As yet only two types of 
French Caribbean rhum are 
on sale here, although French 
restaurants may have others. 

About 70 per cent of 
French households keep 
Rbum Negrito, the big brand 
of Bardinet, in the kitchen, 
for it is considered invaluable 
in making not only pastries 

and sweet things, but for 
flaming and ** degreasing n 
meat and fish. 

As early as 1921, French 
Caribbean rhum became sub- 
lect to legislation. It is the 
eau-de-vie of sugarcane, dis¬ 
tilled in a single operation. 
This distilting is done either 
from the juice of the canc, 
from cane syrup, or from 
cane molasses, and these 
must all be made where the 
cane is grown. Rbum there¬ 
fore cannot be made on the 
French mainland, nor can it 
be rectified or flavoured 
once it leaves the Caribbean. 
The United Kingdom defini¬ 
tion of rum, however, merely 
requires that it is the producr 
of sugarcane, fermented and 
distilled In a cane growing 
country. The EEC definition 
is still under discussion, but 
it seems probable that it may 
be nearer to the French one. 

Today, rhum is made only 
in the continuous or Coffey 
still foamed after its inven¬ 
tor), although in the past the 
pot still was used. The great 
rhum establish men is each 
make a range of products, 
but the French always seem 
to have preferred a type of 
spirit different from that 
required by the British. In 


some ways, it seems that the 
French drank and drink 
rhum rather as the British 
take scotch, as a social drink 
for almost any time of day, 
rather than mainly as a 
wanner. 

The use of rum by the 
British, especially in die 
Royal Navy, was adopted as 
early as 1740 by Admiral 
Vernon, who stopped the 
issue of small beer and sub¬ 
stituted rum ; which, in addi¬ 
tion to being a warming 
drink, was supposed to act 
against scurvy. Even today 
in France tm grog of rhum 
and hot water perpetuates 
his memory for his habit of 
wearing a grogram cloak, of 
heavy materia!, caused him 
to be nicknamed “Old 
Grog”. The rum ration was 
only recently discontinued. 
But it was not until the 
C rimean campaign in the 
middle of the 19th century 
that the French army rations 
of marc and wine were super¬ 
seded by an issue of rhum. 

It is difficult to generalize 
about a commodity that can 
vary so mud;, but it is pos¬ 
sible to say that, up to now, 
the British taste has been for 
rums that are either very 
full-flavoured or for the 
white rums so popular oowa- 
days. 

The CODE Rhum. at 33 
rue Lamartine, BP 412, Fort 
de France, Martinique, who 
will arrange visits to distil¬ 
leries for specially interested 
tourists, are specific about 
the three types of rhum. All 
rhum is made from sugar¬ 
cane, which is crushed, and 
then either the pure juice, or 
a mixture of water and 
syrup, or water and molas¬ 
ses is rhum vieux, fermented, 
generally for about 48 hours. 
Rkums called grand ardme. 
usually undergo a slower 
fermentation. Then the result 
is distilled. Rhum industrielle 
is rhum made from molasses 


of sugarcane ; rhum agricole , 
sometimes referred to as 
Grappe Blanche, because of 
its light colour, is made from 
the concentrated juice of 
sugarcane, and in this it 
resembles rhum de sirop, 
which, like the grand ardme 
rbums,_ is particularly a 
spedality of Marti rnque. 
Rhum agricole takes on 
colour from the wood in 
which it is subsequently 
matured and it is this rbum 
that is the most usual base 
of the Planter’s Punch that, 
in the French Antilles, is 
generally referred to as vn 
planteur. Finally there is 
rhum view, which, to be en¬ 
titled to this name, must 
have been matured for at 
least three years in oak 
casks; many rhums of this 
type will have been aged hi 
wood for much longer, and, 
as well as taking on colour, 
they develop the curious, 
subtle aroma that makes them 
so unusual. A fine rhum of 
this kind can hold its own 
as a classic spirit with any. 

The drinks incorporating 
these rhums are quite un¬ 
like those of international 
cocktail bars. Ponche or 
punch was used as early as 
the seventeenth century to 
signify a drink based on 
rhum, plus spices, sugar, egg 
yolks and milk, rather like 
some of rbe early punches 
referred to by our British 
ancestors. But today a petit 
punch or ponche blanc is a 
short drink, one part white 
rhum, one part sugarcane 
syrup and either a slice of 
green lemon or zest of lime, 
plus a few ice cubes. Rhum 
of this white type is not 
much imported to the United 
Kingdom as yet, but you may 
be able to find some in 
French restaurants and the 
Bardinet brand, OH Nick, is 
widely available in France. 
Or, of course, any white rum 
may be used. 

A vieux punch is basically 


. the same recipe, but with 
rhum i*ieux used, and no 
lemon. You can add a little 
cinnamon or nutmeg if you 
wish. For this, Rbum St 
James is of the type used 
(£4.95, from Ellis Son & Vid- 
ler, 66 Warwick Square. 
SW1). 

My own feeling is that, in 
general, both these recipes 
are too short and sweet for 
the average Briton, and I 
suggest cutting down on the 
sugar syrup and perhaps 
adding a dash of soda—the 
rbum can seem very strong 
in such small quantities. 

The Planteur can be a de¬ 
licious drink when properly 
made, but unfortunately 
taafty' hotels 'ihake 'ujs tfifi 
mixture a long time in ad¬ 
vance, when it seems both 
too sweet and indefinite in 
flavour. Ideally, it should be 
mixed only just before serv¬ 
ing and care should be taken 
to avoid excess garnishing or 
use of so mail; different 
fruits that the result tastes 
insipid. 1 

The basic recipe is for one j 
part of sugarcane syrup to 
four of white rhum, plus 
fruit juices as liked—orange,! 
grapefruit, pineapple, coco -1 
nut milk; but it can well be 
made with Rhum Negrira! 
(about £4.04 from The Vin¬ 
tage House, 42 Old. Compton 
St. W.l). The u3e of lime 
seems important to me, and 
although some recipes insist 
on “ One of sour (lime), two 
of sweet (sugar), three of 
strong (rhum), four of weak 
(ice)”. I would suggest that 
the sugar syrup is kept to 
one part, the fruit juice to 
two, the rhum to three or , 
four, and that the lor is ; 
shaken with crushed ice. -

Last week, by one of those mis¬ 
understandings that sometimes 
happen in an editorial office, 
the headline, over, my article 
suggested you could produce 
sufficient: vegetables for' a 
family of four from a five rod 
plot- The cropping plans I was 
thinking about, of course, are 
those for a 10 rod plot. I am 
so'ny if I raised anybody's 
hopes unnecessarily. 

The cold spell will, we hope, 
have a small bonus for us in 
that some of the overwintering 
pests may be destroyed. While 
none of us. really like cold 
spells, with the. cost of fuel as 
it - is, one every few years does 
have the effect of getting the 
-balance of nature,'if there is 
such a iling left in our artifi¬ 
cial world, more 1 into equili¬ 
brium. If - the cold weather is 
prolonged many birds will 
suffer which will be sad, but in 
the cruel way- of nature such 
tragedies are normal. 

If you have a pool with fish, 
try to_ keep a small area free 
from ice. One-way'in a 
pool is to make a bole by stand¬ 
ing a kettle-of hot water on the 
ice, renewing it i£ necessary 
until the ice. melts through. Do 
not break the ice by bitting it 
with a hammer as this may 
injure the fish. Then -either 
siphon out, or bale out water 
until there is an air space of 
about an inch between the ice 
and the water. Cover the hole 
with a sack, but lay it on two 
of three short canes over the 
hole to prevent it sagging under 
the weight of snow and touch¬ 
ing the water With this air 
space under the ice the water 
will not freeze again. 

An easier way of course to 
provide a breathing hole is to 
install a small electric l’mm pf. 
sioa heater in the pool. This 
is a short rod fitted to-a float, 
and this rod gives enough' heat 
to keep an area about a foot 
across free from ice. 

Monday, February 2, was 
Candlemas Day. It was neither 
“ cloudy with rain ” nor “ sunny 
and bright”. The old rhyme 
does not provide for the. dull 
freezing conditions which 
actually prevailed for most of 
that day in Surrey. But I 
assume they boded uo good for 
the weeks immediately ahead. 

In the past when fuel was 
cheap-Hor shall we say not so 
expensive—I am afraid I was 
rather negligent about saving 
fuel by preventing heat losses 
both from our old house and 
from the greenhouses and 
frames. Many .of the windows 
of our old farmhouse do not 
fit too well, and I suspect 
many more modern windows 
also let the warm air out, or 


cold air come whistling in on 
a biffer light. 

Since ve discovered the dear 
plastic Sylglass adhesive tape, 
which comes in IJin or 3in 
widths, we have sedulously gone 
round tine house and the green¬ 
houses sealing cracks. It is 
amazing how Thin plastic 
material can cut out draughts 
and conserve heat. 

And thinking about cold 
weather, it is always nice to 
know how cold the weather 
really is. A ma Tfnnt m- minimwm 
thermometer placed far enough 
away from the house not to be 
influenced^ by the warmth of 
the budding is most useful 

By now I hope anyone with 
tender shrubs or plants ‘such 
as amaryllis or nerine bulbs 
will have covered them with a 
six-inch layer of peat or leaves. 
Also, 2 yon have planted any 
camellias in the. past. year or 
two, or . if you have any in 
pots in a cold frame or in the 
open, I would give them a 
rtelly good protective covering. 
If those in pots .can be moved 
into a heated greenhouse, so 
much the better. I lost a splen¬ 
did' collection of new ramriKs 
varieties in pots during the 
1962-63 winter,.and these were 
in a cold frame covered with 
mats. 

Remember that in a really 
cold spell no unheated garage 
or shed is frost proof. Nor 
indeed is the loft of your house 
if the temperature falls to, say, 
10“F or Jess. One friend, a 
devoted dahlia enthusiast, used 
to haul his dahlia tubers up to 
his loft every autumn. In 
1962-63 he lost the lot. So if 
you can, bring indoors or into 
a frost-proof greenhouse any 
tubers, conns or bulbs such as 
onions. - 

If you usually have a fair 
quantity of these things, includ¬ 
ing potatoes to store, it is worth 
considering building some racks 
in your garage and installing a 
fan assisted heater. You then 
have the added advantage of a 
car that starts at the first touch 
of the switch on even the coldest 
morning and with the conse¬ 
quent saving of wear and tear 
on the battery and the engine. 

If any form of beating in 
your shed or store is out of the 
question, it is possible to pro¬ 
tect tubers, potatoes and other 
root crops, if you can obtain a 
sack, or two of vermiculite from 
a builders’ merchant- Lay a 
layer a foot thud: on the Door, 
put your tubers on this, and 
then cover them with another 
foot-thick : layer. This should 
keep out many degrees of frost, 
and the vermiculite can of 
course be used year after year.

Travel 


France without roads 


Cycling along the bumpy tow- • 
path of the Canal du Midi in 
southern France may have 
been doing wonders for my 
digestive system and general 
health, but long-dormant mus¬ 
cles were protesting. After 
half-an-bour, I felt that my 
postillion had been: struck by 
lightning, but the suffering 
was _ worthwhile tor the ride 
earned me ahead of - the boat 
in which my companions were 
Slowly travelling, and then 
away from the canalside to a 
small village and- its morning 
market. There I was able to 
buy the ingredients for our 
midday meal-fresh bread and 
cheeses, tomatoes, pate and 
bottles of wine. IMotning espe¬ 
cially fancy about any of it, 
but more than enough to see 
us through a gentle afternoon. 

Gentle, indeed, is the word 
that remains firmly in my 
memory of that holiday, for 
the pace was slow and the 
exercise of locking through— 
winding the sluices and open¬ 
ing lock gates for our craft— 
was always an excuse to pause 
and contemplate the canalside 
scenery oyer a coffee or a 
glass of wine. People who hire 
boats on the Canal 'du Midi 
tend to assume they will be 
able to travel much farther 
than is practicable, certainly if 
they have no experience of 
canal holidays. It takes a day 
or so for such'newcomers to 
adjust to the slower pace but 
that is where the enjoyment of 
an inland waterway drip is to 
be found, and the f-arrat du 
Midi is no exception. 

It was bnilt in the late 
1600s—King Louis XTV having 
issued an Edict for its con¬ 
struction in 1666—and the 
brain behind it was Pierre 
Paul Riquet who realised, dur¬ 
ing his journeys through tL i 
region, that there was ample 
r ainfall on high ground 40 
miles to the north to supply 
the highest point of the pro¬ 
posed canal at the Col de 
Naurouze, the watershed be¬ 
tween the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean. 

Today's holiday travellers 
should be grateful for the fact 
that Riquet like James Brind¬ 
ley in England, was a “ con¬ 
tour ” man—preferring to wind 
his waterway along the natural 
lie of the land in order to 
minhmVa the CO St of CUttingS 

and embankments. This means 
a minimum of locks. His 
thought in planting both banks 
with trees, so boatmen and 
horses could work in the 
shade, is another pleasant 
aspect of the Canal du Midi. 

I mentioned earlier the work 
involved In locking through, 
but the locks are manned and 
keepers generally do this for 
you, although they appreciate 
a hand with the gates and you 
could find yourselves doing 
much more if you are in-

dined—as we were. The lock 
cottages were also very useful 
-sources of supply for eggs and 
fresh vegetables, but we left 
that aspect of the holiday to 
the ladies. Not for any male 
chauvanistic reason bnt simply 
because they were bener at 
baying and catering than we 
men ! 

The canal runs from the 
Port de PEmboucbure at Tou¬ 
louse to the great inland salt 
water lake—the Etang de 
Thau—on the Mediterranean 
coast, and the company 
through whom we lured our 
boat has its principal base at 
Ctcteloaudary, a shade under 
half way from Toulouse. From 
that base it is possible to tra¬ 
vel the 190 kilometres (and 43 
locks) to the Mediterranean, 
but do bear in mind my com¬ 
ment about the ideal pace of 
such a trip, an- • -• not try to 
take on more than will be 
enjoyable. It is also possible to 
travel in the other direction to 
the Bordeaux region. 

To. do this, one journeys 
along the Canal du Midi and 
the Canal Lateral a> la 
Garonne, built in the 19th cen¬ 
tury to complete the link be¬ 
tween the oceans. It does- not 
go right to Bordeaux, but joins 
the Garonne proper about 35 
miles upstream of the dry. 
From Castelnaudary to . this 
junction (Casrets-en-Dorthe) is 
259 kilometres and 74 locks — 
requiring much more time and 
effort. 

Whichever direction you 
choose, you trill encounter 
some commercial traffic. 
Enough, at any rate, to bring 
variety to the scene. Yon will 
also' encounter some remark¬ 


ably pleasant people who do 
not appear to have l-.t 
“tourism” corrupt their values 
or their sense of pro¬ 
portion. But the pattern 
of each day most be set by 
your own inclinations and 
should be that gentle one I 
have described. Evenings in¬ 
variably found us dose to 
some small town or other 
where we dined out, having 
decided that the “self cater¬ 
ing” element of this break 
would be confined to the prep¬ 
aration' of breakfast and the 
provision of picnic lunch on 
each day. The sharing of that 
last task is what brought me 
into the saddle of the bike put 
on' board. 

The company through which 
you may hire boats on tbe^e 
canals is Blue line Cruisers, 
and its headquarters are at 
27a, Clifton Road, Rugby, War¬ 
wickshire, CV21 3PY. Tiie fltct 
consists of a number of 
modern craft designed to take 
four, five or seven people with 
room aboard for an extra per¬ 
son—-if not at a pinch, then at 
anjy a moderate squeeze. The 
craft do take a little getting 
used to, though they should be 
no problem to anyone with 
basic commons ease and, per¬ 
haps some experience of driv¬ 
ing. What makes them seem 
formidable is their 8ft beam 
and length ranging from 24ft' 
to 39ft—a large size to 
manoeuvre- The cost of hiring 
depends on the time of year 
you travel—the weeks between 
early March and laite 
November being divided into 
five “ periods ” according to 
demand. 

This year, for example, it 
will cost £94 a week to hire 


the “ Blue Elysian" class of 
boat in the low season. This 
boat accommodates four or 
five people but the price is not 
per person but for the craft, so 
should be divided among the 
number travelling. The weekly 
cost rises to a peak' summer 
price of £238. Now this is just 
the cost of the boat hire. Get¬ 
ting yourself to and from Castel¬ 
naudary is extra, although 
an arrangement has been made 
by the company for a special 
inclusive deal for motorists 
which considerably reduces t!ie 
cross-Channel cost The arran¬ 
gement is in conjunction with 
Townsend Thoresen on rise 
Dover to Calais or Eonlo?ne 
routes and between Southamp¬ 
ton and le Havre or Cher¬ 
bourg, 

There are, of course, rail 
services to Toulouse and one 
may also fly there, and to 
Montpellier. 

Apart from Blue Line 
Cruisers, other companies offer 
vessels for hire on this and 
other inland waterways of 
France, and 1 have mentioned 
these in previous articles. You 
should be able to get informa¬ 
tion from a travel agent or, of 
course, from the French 
Government Tourist Office at 
178 Piccadilly, London, W1V 
OAL. However, there is another 
source of information—a free 
brochure called European 
Boating which covers not only 
canal and inland waterway 
holidays in France, but also 
- Denmark, Holland and Ireland. 
You may get a copy by writing

The great Conservative caravan 



Nest week Mrs Thatcher cele¬ 
brates her first anniversary as 
leader of the Conservative 
Party. During the year she has 
covered much ground on her 
romantic journey towards fora 
glittering seat of political 
power, 10 Downing Street. 
There are many who will 
salute what she and her travel¬ 
ling companions have already 
accomplished and wish them 
well as the great caravan 
presses on, watered, refreshed 
and imbued with a sharpening 
excitement, distant though the 
histo*- 5 '’ lunation may be. 

sirs Thatcher is entitled to 
reflect that the Tories have 
settled down very pleasingly in 
the 12 months since the leader¬ 
ship contest. In her own ranks 
she has few detractors worth 
speaking of, which may be 
thought remarkable considering 
how grossly she was reviled by 
some of Mr Heath’s supporters 
for daring to challenge his 
authority. She now knows that 
the Conservative Party is Over¬ 
whelmingly behind her, not 
only at Westminster but in the 
country; what .is more, she 
knows that she is engaging 
the interest, sympathy and 
approval of many others—a 


vital advance of incalculable 
promise to the Tories. 

This is the product, I 
believe, of a set of personal 
values that commend her to 
people of more than one polit¬ 
ical persuasion, values lying 
closer to their hearts than is 
sometimes apparent. Mrs 
Thatcher appeals to them not 
only as someone of public dis¬ 
tinction and attainment, but as 
a private person, a wife and 
mother whose domestic l ife— 
pl easant; orderly, stable, com¬ 
fortable but never 

extravagant—represents a 

standard that any family can 
respect and admire. To speak 
of her as conventional or 
“suburban 1 * (a favourite word 
with her grander critics) is to- 
do Mrs Thatcher no harm at 
all To most of her fellow-citi¬ 
zens these are not even terms 
of mild disparagement, let 
alone dismissal: the majority 
are themselves conventional 
(or conservative) from in¬ 
stinct, and half are happy to 
live in suburban homes. 

By precept and example, she 
is often identified with. old- 
fashioned conceptions oE thrift, 
self-reliance, hard work, ambi¬ 
tion. She displays a sound 
understanding of children. 


their upbringing and educa¬ 
tion. She has become known 
for her plain speaking. Her 
counge, like her industry, is 
self-evident. She has a friendly, 
direct way with ordinary 
people encountered on her tra¬ 
vels. She combines humility 
and authority. 

None of these. attributes is 
remarkable in itself, much less 
unique: aQ are to be num¬ 
bered,- however, among the 
qualities and characteristics 
now commanding broader sup¬ 
port than some Tories, of alle- 
gec^n "-^dern* outlook, were 
able to foresee—but then the 
“trendies** are nearly. always 
wrong in political judgment, 
having little affinity with the 
true instincts of the people, 
their hopes and sentiments. 
“Modern” they may be: but 
they are mere managers—if 
that. 

To say this is not, of course, 
to deny the importance of 
good management and organi¬ 
zation in a party's affairs: its 
fortunes at foe polls may turn 
on them.' They are inseparable 
from successful leadership, 
which without them may fall 
short of ‘fulfilment. In this 
respect Mrs Thatcher is not 
yet fully equipped. She needs— 


as she knows^-to strengthen 
her own private office* ■ the 
Conservative - Central Office 
and foe Research Department 
With the party chairman. Lord 
Thorny croft, and others she 
will be doing so in coming 
months, releasing here, recruit¬ 
ing- there; until the machinery 
can meet foe demands that 
sustained preparation for -a 
general election must impose. 

Although foe Tories have 
lately been handicapped by an' 
alarming lack of funds, and 
were even threatened with in¬ 
solvency, I gather that things 
are improving. With' careful 
housekeeping, they may now 
be able to afford such services 
as are. needed. Mrs Thatcher 
will not overlook the value of. 
voluntary assistance, however, 
for which she has a proper 
Tespect. . 

When their leaders are so 
inclined, political parties can 
always enlist specialist help-at 
foe centre without paying a 
penny for it, just as they can 
in foe constituencies. There 
are well-wishers in every pro¬ 
fession who will do things 
voluntarily—freely—for ' th e 
party of their choice, contrib¬ 
uting time and knowledge 
without expectation of a fee. If 


foe -Conservatives h id recor 
nized this more fully in rece* 
years they could hi ve savri 
many a pound. But hey .wee 
reckless:, they had oo muei 
money, and spent it f 1 That s 
not Mrs Thatcher's w%. 

Mrs Thatcher

An artist’s 

images of freedom and 
imprisonment 


The first British exhibition of 
paintings by Boris Penson 
opened in London this week at 
foe Annely Juda Gallery. The 
artist was not present as he is 
half way through a 10-year sen^ 
fence in a Soviet prison. The 
court also ordered foe confisca¬ 
tion of all his personal property, 
but fortunately friends removed 
his paintings before foe officials 
got to them, and some of these, 
pins later works done in prison, 
have been brought out of the 
country.. 

Penson has known imprison¬ 
ment and separation from, his 
family since childhood. Bom in 
Tashkent, • Uzbekhistan, in 1946, 
lie grew up in Riga and was 10 
years old when his father was 
arrested, during the infamous 
“ economic ” trials of Jews, and 
imprisoned for seven years. In 
a recent letter from prison Boris 
recalls: “Almost my very first 
childhood memories are linked 
with people who are represent* 
fives of Soviet law—or Soviet 
lawlessness. Military investiga¬ 
tors, KGB collaborators, public 
prosecutors,' court officials who 
implement verdicts, foe fougs 
in charge of operations, prison 
warders. They passed through 
the life of my family in a long 
and gruesome chain, and later 
passed through my own life.” 

Boris has been sustained by a 
devoted mother, who tragically 
witnessed in him a repetition of 
the treatment suffered by her 
husband. When her letters 




were confiscated* Boris went on 
hunger strike, and after an offi¬ 
cial complaint Mrs Penson was 
informed that ** for a systematic 
violation of foe regime in the 
places of deprivation of free¬ 
dom. (convict. Penson) has been 
repeatedly subjected to disci¬ 
plinarian punishments”. Now 
she has been expelled from the 
Soviet Union, leaving Boris 
virtually alone and defenceless. 

At school he revealed some 
talent for drawing, but it was 
the Latvian painter Simon Gel- 
berg who recognized his poten¬ 
tial and undertook to train 
him. In.one of bis letters Pen- 
son says that Gelbergnoticed 
my penchant for oolour”, and 
despite his socialist-realist style, 
the teacher, was sympathetic to 
the boy’s hunger for a wider 
knowledge of European - art. 
This valuable apprenticeship 
was cut short when Penson. at 
the age of 17, was denounced 
for anti-Soviet activities (which 
apparently amounted to criti¬ 
cisms voiced to his girl-friend), 
and sent to prison for five 
years. 

Released after three and a 
half years, he was able to con¬ 
tinue painting but not to ex¬ 
hibit or sell his ’ work. There 
is a marked maturity in his 
work between foe years 1968 
and 1970, evident in an assured 
self-portrait at the age of 22, 
and at this time he also began 
to involve himself in Jewish 
affairs. Eventually he applied 
for exit visas to Israel for-him¬ 
self and his mother, and on 
June 15, 1970, he was again 
arrested, this time charged with 
planning io .escape from foe 
country by hijacking an aircraft, 
and sentenced to 10 years 
forced labour. 

In prison, Penson has been 
sustained by his involvement in 
art and the courageous help of 
friends, who have supplied him 
with working materials, but 
who, for the most part, have 
now left foe country. To one of 
these he wrote asking for 
reproductions .of paintings.

The art market’s slow but 
sready recovery during the 
past year from foe worst col¬ 
lapse since the 1930s has un¬ 
derlined how universal (across 
income brackets and age 
groups) and international the 
interesr in art and antiques 
has become. The trouble 
started in foe summer of 1974 
and by Christmas prices had 
tumble'd in nearly every field; 
but Christmas proved to be the 
low point of fo® curve and 
after only six months of reces¬ 
sion the recovery began, -step 
by step. 

The new art market which is 
rising out of the ashes of the 
old one is, not surprisingly, 
different. The element.of 
purely financial speculation 
which led to a crazy spiral in 
prices in 1973-74 has disapp¬ 
eared. There is still a substan- 
tial element of investment buy¬ 
ing but it is a long term affair, 
a “hedge against inflation end 
currency devaluations. Sterling 
prices of art and antiques have 
increased in most fields over 
foe past year— though rarely 
by more than foe amount that 
sterling has _ slipped against 
major currencies. 

The areas of the art market 
which saw foe most dramatic 


about him”. H« work reveals 
this thirst for knowledge of 
modem art and the breadth of 
his influences—Chagall, Picasso, 
Jawleosky and Roualt; and 
Cubism and Constructivism. 

The difference- between 
images of freedom and impris¬ 
onment are immediately recog¬ 
nizable. On foe one hand, from 
foe years between his two sen¬ 
tences, foe sonny, tranquil 
landscapes, studies of foe female 
nude, a vigorous game of 
hockey, and. especially foe 
charming series describing 
Jewish marriage. In contrast 
are the sombre, tragic images 
of incarceration, realistic com¬ 
positions of prison buildings, 
foe interior of his own cell, 
views from barred windows, as 
well as surrealistic fantasies 
based on nostalgia and desire. 

Penson is fortunate in his 
talent, through winch be can 
express both his misery and his 
hopes. Clearly his spirit has 
not been broken—so far.

Up to their necks in muck and bullets 


Generals a-nfl admirals since 
Julius Caesar have refought 
their old campaigns in print, 
often wkh more vigour and 
clarity than they displayed on 
the battlefield. Their ordinary- 
soldiers and sailors tend to 
remain stieot. Either they are 
dead; or there is less time to 
keep a diary in a front-line 
trench or a'gun-turret than at 
headquarters-; or they hare 
been less literate and less in¬ 
terested in justifying them¬ 
selves than their leaders. Two 
vivid worm’s-eye views have 
just come to light to illuminate 
what h was like to be right in 
the front line r: two of Bri¬ 
tain’s tremendous battles: Tra¬ 
falgar and Gallipoli. Naturally 
they lack foe eagle’s eye pers¬ 
pective o£ strategy of the com¬ 
manders. But mey rub foe 
reader’s nose deeper in the 
mud, blood, brine, and smoke 
than most previous accounts. 

Boatswain John- C. Brown 
fought-for' Nelson at Trafalgar 
on board the 9&gunoer Nep¬ 
tune, and kept a detailed diary 
throughout die eight days of 
the- campaign and engagement. 
Here is an extract that gives a 
flavour of the atmosphere 
below deck at the first shock 
of battle : 

“We still preserved our Fire 
until we came within Half Gun 
Shot of them when we. engaged 
a French 80 commanded by 
Admiral Vflleneuve after an 
Hours severe and Heavy Fire 
her' Main and Mizzen Mast 
went close by the Board and in 
Less than Half an hour we 
shot away her Foremast, when 
she strode and dropp’d astern 
foe Conquerer 74 took posses¬ 
sion of her. Ten minutes had 
scarce elaps 7 d when the 
Spanish Admiral third in Com-, 
mand in Sn Trinidad a Four 
deck " Ship - came up and 
engaged us after Half an 
Hours Heavy Cannonading her 
Main' and MIzon Masts went 
close by the Board. We then

gave them three cheers, which 
was followed by the Conqueror 
astern of us which I think 
greatly daunted them as their 
Fire Slackened and we cou'd 
plainly perceive them running 
about in great confusion.” ' 

John Brown’s diary together 
with his bosun’s pipe and his 
medal are bring sold on behalf 
of a private owner by Phillips 
in London next month.

foe First World War diaries of 
Private Horace Bruckshaw of 
the - Royal- Marines, and will 
sell them in London on Feb- 
rnrary 17. Bruckshaw fought in. 
the front foxhole of : the bloo;

campaign, and was then killed 
■on. the Western Front' in 1917 
at the age of 25. He kept a 
.detailed diary fo pencil in 
notebooks . with sketches . of 
front-line positions and car¬

We . took no 
prisoners and -foe slaughter 
" was’ really terrible. Even as we 
killed them off, fresh ones 
appeared to take our special 
attention,' and so.foe slaughter 
continued. We had at last 
cleared the place except' for 
sundry stragglers who- would 
no doubt be seen off later. We 
had .killed scores, yes hundreds 
of the. loathe<J enemy.”.., .

Volga experiments with caviar 


From Astrakhan, hub of the 
Soviet caviar industry, comes 
good news for gourmets. The 
Scientific Institute for the 
Study of Caspian Sturgeon 
Resources locatril in Astrakhan 
estimates the present Caspian 
sturgeon population .at over two 
hundred million, roughly up to 
the level-in. the thirties, before 
foe subsequent sharp decline. 
Several factors contributed to 
this decline. The inflow from 
the tributaries of the land¬ 
locked sea was sharply cur¬ 
tailed by the. construction of 
foe hydro-electric power 
stations and ..diversion of water 
for irrigation, thereby lowering 
the .Caspian’s level by more 
than 10 metres and diminish¬ 
ing its surface from 442,009 
square kilometres to 371,000. 
Offshore feeding grounds were 
dried up and foe sturgeon 
barred from their immemorial 
spawning grounds upstream by 
foe power plant dams. Further 
heavy toll was exacted by over¬ 
fishing and pollution by waste. 

The first step towards pre¬ 
venting the endangered stur¬ 
geon from joining foe dodo was 


to limit foe catch by forbidding 
sturgeon fishing on the open 
sea and in the rivers where they 
go to spawn. The second was to 
reduce pollution. In 1968 the 
government authorized a pro¬ 
gramme to reduce pollution of 
the Volga and Ural river 
basins • by unprocessed 
effluents. Tliis has led to 
extensive installation of filter¬ 
ing and recycling systems. The 
main oil ports of the Caspian 
were equipped with plants for 
intake and filtration of sludge. 
In offshore oil fields provi¬ 
sions were made for prevent¬ 
ing foe spilling of oil into the 
sea and foe escape of oil from 
foe seabed. 

The Soviet Union also 
enlisted foe cooperation of 
Persia, which owns the south, 
ern end of foe Caspian, and 
currently produces about 2Go 
tons of caviar, almost all for 
export, including a consider¬ 
able portion, to the Soviet 
Union, as well as to western 
Europe and foe United States. 
The Persians themselves have 
a religious dietary taboo 
against fish without scales. 


- -Long range projects .now 
under consideration caB for 
doubling the Caspian's present, 
annual water supply nf 35,000 
cubic kilometres. The first step 
would be to tap about OOO; 
cubic metres from Pechora 
River which empties into the 
Arctic Ocean and reversing the 
flow of this water .'oufoward 
into the Kama River and 
thence foe .

-project envisages redirecting' 
the outflow from Lake Onega 
acd several other., lakes... in 
north-east Russia southwards to 
foe Volga which would thereby 
receive, an additional fifteen 
thousand cubic kilometres of 
water annually.

Meantime to compensate for 
the loss of foe sturgeon's 
ancestral npsteam spawning 
grounds, .12 fish hatcheries are 
functioning at locations on foe 
coast and inside the mouths of 
tlie Volga, Ural and .

At presera: they produce 
about fifty million ringer lings 
samu?Dy. In 1970, with Soviet 
.technical assistance, a hatchery 


was set up in Persia on a trib¬ 
utary of ■ foe. Sefidrud River 
near foe town of Reskt. It now 
supplies five million finger- 
lings annually. . ... 

The preseat aim is not only 
to batch more sturgeon artifi¬ 
cially but to increase the ton¬ 
nage of fish suitable for com¬ 
mercial use..Although foe stur¬ 
geon population is now up to 
the level of the thirties, about 
80 per cent are. immature. The:

Going back to the Middle Ages to revive the international art market 


price spirals during foe 1973-74 
boom were foe worst hit by 
the collapse, and prices are 
still far below their boom 
levels. This includes twentieth 
century painting, some Chinese 
ceramics, most English paint¬ 
ing, some English clocks. But a 
new range of areas are now 
being singled out for special 
interest, particularly those that 
reflect German, Swiss or Mid¬ 
dle Eastern taste.' 

On one hand this is demon¬ 
strated by the revival of -in¬ 
terest in the Middle Ages and 
Renaissance, somewhat at foe 
expense of foe baroque, rococo 
and eighteenth century in gen¬ 
eral (German taste). On 
another, by booming prices fqr 
ornate decorative items of foe 
nineteenth and twentieth- cen¬ 
tury (Middle East taste). Spiral¬ 
ling carpet prices also reflect 
Middle East taste. 

‘Within England itself, big 
money seems to have retired 
temporarily from the art mar¬ 
ket with its fingers a trifle 
singed. Small money, however, 
is getting ever more deeply in¬ 
volved. Phillips auctioneers 
report a striking increase in 
foe number of specialized-and 
vere knowledgeable collectors 
who buy"Ht auction, by-passing 


dealers; they are quite pre¬ 
pared to back their knowledge 
against foe market to foe tune 
of a few hundred pounds 
though they-tend to stop short 
around foe £2,000 mark. 

But it is unusually difficult 

to generalize about the mar¬ 
ket ; there are so many dif¬ 
ferent types of pressure and 
shifts in taste- at work. Some 
idea of this-can be given by 
looking separately at major 
collecting areas. _ _ ■ 
Pictures: Impressionist, post- 
impressionist and twentieth 
century painting is still the 
area where you are liable to 
spend foe most money acquir¬ 
ing a single item. It was hit 
particularly by the 1974 reces¬ 
sion and reached its absolute 
low in foe spring of 1975. The 
very best paintings are con¬ 
tinuing to climb in price—for 
example, -foe Picasso self-por¬ 
trait sold in ■ December at 
Christie's for £283.500, but foe 
middle, range is difficult with 
fewer buyers around. It has 
always been difficult to match 
dealers’ prices at auction for 
contemporary paintings (nota¬ 
bly the American postwar 
schools) ; it is now more dif&= 
cult than ever and little is turn¬ 
ing up even in the sale room. 
The brief boom in. modern Bri¬ 


tish paintings is also definitely 
over, apart from a few interna¬ 
tionally recognized artists- 
Here again owners are steering 
clear of the sale room. 

The market in Old Masters 
is quite another matter; things 
have seldom been so good. 
Decorative. Dutch and Flemish 
paintings of foe seventeenth 
century are in strong demand, 
apparently from both 
Continental Europe and the 
Middle East. The Spanish have 
recently emerged as strong 
buyers and anything. Spanish 
sells particularly welL German 
buyers seem interested in early 
paintings (fourteenth, fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries); they 
put foe German school .first, 
foe Flemish second- and foe 
Italians third but all are. going 
up in price. The American 
museum interest fo foe Italian 
seventeenth century seems to 
have become muted and 
-French eighteenth - century 
works can still prove difficult 
to sell.

Sir, In his article on the risks oE 
allowing pornography to grow 
unchecked (February 3) William 
Sargant says that the “ goad 
Christians create so much trouble 
for everybody ... by trying to speak 
for the enormous non-Christian 
majority Christians (whether good 
or not) would Kke to think that we 
speak for the majority, and some¬ 
times we do, but quite irrespective 
of that, Christians must speak as 
their conscience directs and -accord¬ 
ing to their interpretation of the 
precepts of the New Testament. The 
Church’s proclamation of the troth, 
as she believes it to be, in no way 
depends on majorities or minorities 
—vox populi vox Dei is not Christian 
Doctrine ! 

Christians believe that ' porno¬ 
graphy not only divorces sex from 
love, often replacing it with cruelty, 
but also corrupts us into thinking 
that this does not matter. However, 
quite apart from what Christians 
say, the problems posed by porno¬ 
graphy would sti-Il be with us, for 
men and women since the dawn of 
civilization have had to wrestle with 
the issues of good and evil and with 
vrhat uplifts or debases the human 
spint. 

. -Over 350 years before Christ Plato 
advised good men not to act the 
parts of bed characters in drama 
for fear of corrupting their own 
personalities. In more recent times 
the.once very liberal Dr Spock in 
his later writings (Decent and 
Indecent, 1570) declared that he saw 
futzUty in his early efforts if 
“children ' when grown find life 
dissHiirioaiing because the society 
they inherit is confused about sex 
and brutality and seems oblivious 
to the loving and creative potentia¬ 
lities of our species ”. 

Lord Clark in his Civilization 
reminds us that it is lack of confi¬ 
dence more than anything that kills 


effectively as by bombs, and he 
quotes W. B. Years, who over 50 
years ago wrote: 

. “ The ceremony of innocence is 

drowned 

The best lack all conviction, while

common sense (formerly a great 
British speciality). Common sense 
and experience should convince us 
that the tendency of human beings 
to be cruel is only curbed by 
taboo. In Christendom one of the 
strongest taboos concerns the treat¬ 
ment of women, whom men have 
held in their physical power for 
nearly two millema. To permit a 
pornography of cruelty is to scrap 
this taboo, with the most. drastic 
risks among young males, whose 
personality is as yet unformed. Your 
correspondents have already pointed 
our that an official cruel and anti-

Surely, the real danger is the 
stimulation of cruelty rather than 
the perpetration of obsceoirv ?

I have also sometimes felt 
aggrieved that you have not pub¬ 
lished letters of mine, bat I would 
suggest that sometimes this was 
because they were either too long 
for publication or too complex for 
the general public. 

. May I, however, put the. very 
simple point that the “ Zionism is 
racism” proposition is, in itself, a 
very complex one? Mr Adams— 
whom I have always found most 
courteous in correspondence—is 
guilty of a fallacy when be thinks 
■that such a resolution can result 
only in “ Zionist ” or w anti-Zionist ” 
letters. 

The following propositions are 
neither Zionist nor anti-Zionist, but 
may help to enlighten your readers 
os to the factual content: 

(1) Zionism is, in a sense, an 
essential part of historic Judaism. 

<2) Tn that historic sense, how¬ 
ever, King Feisal of. Saudi Arabia 
was a Zionist. He might well have 
said: “If I forget thee, 0 Jeru¬ 
salem, may my. right band forger 
her cunning.” . . 

(3) The Jews are noc a race (rf, 
for example, tire Encyclopaedia. 
Britannica review of blood groups). 

(4) Judaism, as a religion, has. 
had a racial overtone lacking in 
Islam because of the so-called 
“laws of Ezra” (which any reader 
of the Bible can look up) since 
abont 400 BC- 

(5) The purpose of Judaism, how¬ 
ever, as is equally evident by read¬ 
ing the book of Isaiah, transcends 
the racial. 

If I go beyond these five propo¬ 
sitions, I would go well beyond 
the average knowledge or interest 
of your readers. Tbe real mischief 
of the United Nations resolution is 
not in my view, that it was false:

Learning to live between doubt and belief 


By Professor R. P- C. Hanson 

University of Manchester 
In The Forgotten Dream {Mow- 
brays. £4-50) Peter Eaete has 
written a book for half-believers, 
full of erudite and elegantly 
expressed doubt. la fact, if any¬ 
body wishes to know the pros and 
cons of Christianity here is nearly 
five pounds’ worth of well- 
balanced hesitation. It is not only 
a “ Difficulties for Christian 
Belief ”, it Is also a “ Difficulties 
for Difficulties for Christian 
Belief", We may well say of; it 
with Bishop Blougram; 

What have we gained the n by 
our unbelief 

But a life of doubt diversified 
by faith. 

For one of faith diversified by 
- doubt? ' 

We call the chessboard white 
—we call • it black. 

Not only does Professor Baelz 
nod it Impossible to decide be¬ 
tween the black and the white 
squares, hut he insists that we must 
look at both sorts all the time. 
Even when we believe, we must 
still doubt, though he does not 
say that even when we doubt we 

most still believe: “Once the 
intellectual difficulties Inherent in 
his belief have been drawn to his 
attention . . . the believer must 
accept tbe inevitability of doubt 
within himself.” And the last 
sentence of his book runs: " If 
be may so dare, then he -will 
rejoice in Us heart, praising and 
glorifying him in whom he be¬ 
lieves and does not believe.” 

What appears to lie behind this 


unusual and able exposition ot 
belief and doubt is the conviction 
that tiie intellect cannot be com¬ 
mitted to religions belief. Pro¬ 
fessor Baelz admits a little reluc¬ 
tantly that faith is commitment, 
but he appears to confine this com¬ 
mitment to the will; it expresses 
itself in love, in action reflecting 
Christian compassion, id self- 
sacrificing service, and so on. But 
the intellect remains perpetually 
uncertain, stubbornly waiting for 
a conviction which does not come,' 
which, we may fairly conclude. 
Professor Baelz believes cannot 
come, almost should ' not come. 
That anybody should feel morally 
hound to believe because his mind 
is convinced of the truth of Christ¬ 
ianity to him impossible. Be 
seems never to have experienced 
an obligation to believe, as experi¬ 
enced by Augustine or by C. S. 
Lewis, .two widely different but 
highly intellectual people. 

Those who have been the best 

exponents of Christian behavioar 
have usually been those who were 
most deeply convinced of the troth 
of. Christianity. Commitment to 
Christianity began with their belief 
that they had .found truth. This 
last is Just what Professor Baelz 
apparently believes that nobody 
can find. But if someone thinks 
that he has found truth he does 
□ot necessarily behave in an arro¬ 
gant, dogmatic or overbearing 
mann er ; indeed, today we rightly 
think that such behaviour in pro; 
fessed believers points to a hidden^ 
unacknowledged insecurity. Tbe 
believer con and must keep an 


open mind, acknowledge him¬ 
self as capable of being < mvinced 
by contrary evidence. Bui he can¬ 
not both believe that he 1 is found 
truth and at tbe same tin e doubt. 
To take such a position ii In fetz 
to declare that man is inc pable of 
knowing truth.. 

It would perhaps be vorth ex¬ 
amining wiry 'Professor Ba Is thinks 
thar the arguments in f tout of 
belief, of which he gives i strictly 
fair exposition, are worth :onslder- 
jLng, Is it -because they < re, con¬ 
sidered.

Noise: How it is measured 


Much of the debate over the Con¬ 
corde’s access to airports in the 
United States has centred on mea¬ 
surements of its noise level, par¬ 
ticularly the noise generated on 
take-off, which is generally 
greater than that on la n din g . 

Ideally tiie noise Is recorded on 
cape for later- -analysis, but even 
on tbe spot some fairly reliable' 
measurements can be made with 
meters. Since the human ear is 
not equally sensitive to all fre¬ 
quencies tiie meter win contain a 
device aimed to mimic the ear’s 
response. No two ears are alike, 
but generally accepted “ weight¬ 
ing ” of different frequencies are 
in common use worldwide. The 
output from the meter Is then a 
noise intensity. 

The smallest sound tiie ear can 
detect and the noise at which 
there is physical damage to the 
ear differ in intensity by a factor 
of about a hundred million mil¬ 
lion. That leads to a rather cum¬ 
bersome scale so it is common to 
take as a measure of noise tbe 
logarithm of the ratio between 
die observed intensity and the 
smallest intensity detectable to 
•the ear. 

This measure is then multiplied 
by 10 to give the noise level in 


so-called perceived-noise decibels 
or PNdB. The reason for these 
apparently arbitrary operations is 
simply to make a scale that avoids 
too many decimal points or too 
many trailing - zeros. A doubling 
of intensity then means a step up 
the decibel scale by 10 log 2, 
.which is approximately 3; for in¬ 
stance, 93 decibels is twice as in¬ 
tense as 90 decibels. 

Jets just after take-off generate 
between 100 and 113 PNdB, de¬ 
pendent on the engine type, aod 
requirements at Heathrow, for 
instance, are that the noise should 
be teas than 110 PNdB at specified 
measuring points. 

A refinement to the PNdB scale 
is the effective perceived noise in 
decibels (EPNdB). This scale takes 
account of tbe duration of tbe 
noise as well as its level, and the 
Concorde, which takes off more 
quickly than the average jet, gains 
a small advantage from this scale. 

Airport noise regulations do not 
vary widely throughout the world, 
and tbe sort of restrictions In 
farce at Kennedy airport. New 
York, are broadly comparable to 
those at Heathrow. 

Most of the roar from a jet 
comes from the shearing of tiie 
hot gases ejected from die engine 
at high speed against the rela¬ 


tively still surrounding air. There 
are ocher sources cf noise, particu¬ 
larly at the air inlet,- where a 
characteristic whistle can be 
generated. 

The exhaust of a jet is the 
source of its propulsion, unlike 
tiie exhaust of a car. Thus no 
noise suppressor that slows the 
jet stream substantially am be 
considered. Over the years, sup¬ 
pressors have been designed to 
break up the jet stream br to 
surround it with a cushion of 
slower moving air; most recently 
much larger diameter fans have 
been used with Jets to allow a 
slower exhaust velocity. Unfortu¬ 
nately most of these coise-sup- 
pression reftaemeocs have come 
since the basic design of the 
Concorde was laid down. 

To redesign the Concorde at a 
late stage around a completely 
different engine design would 
have been an immense task. Thus 
the Concorde’s noise on take-off, 
several decibels cm-average above 
Heathrow’s subsonic jet limits, is 
unlikely to be reduced much by 
tecfasological refinements-

The strong Two Clubs is one of 
the most popular conventions, 
but in practice it is much 
abused. Not every hand with 
five defensive and eight playing 
tricks qualifies for an opening 
game demand although, if a 
trump suit can be agreed 
early in the auction, a game is 
assured. Otherwise, a minimum 
in the responder's hand may 

drive the partnership into No 
Trumps when the contract will 
bang on a finesse, and this risk 
is constantly taken at rubber 
bridge by an opener whose long 
suit is Clubs. 

No score ; dealer South. 
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After North bad bid 
diamonds over Three Clubs 
South should have been satis¬ 
fied to leave his partner in No 
Trumps, although' North's 
denials of support for clubs and 
spades suggested that he might 
hold four hearts.

P. M. B. R. writes : 

So many friends will be dis¬ 
tressed to hear of die death of 
Dorothy Neville Rolfe and to 
think that that .valiant spirit 
has been quenched.

set figures, and it is hard, ro ex-, 
plain to- millions of inexpert.- but 
interested viewers, ‘bow an indif¬ 
ferent free skater such as the Aus¬ 
trian Beatrix Schuba in 1972 won 
an Olympic title simple becanse 
of her mastery of the compulsory 
figures. Accordingly, in eight years 
the value of the set figures has 
been progressively cut from €0 per 
cent to a nominal 30 per cent. In 
fact, few skaters in Innsbruck next 
week will receive more than 25 per 
cent of their marks from. the 
figures, because judges are stric¬ 
ter in marking them. 

A further complication for the 
prophet is the compulsory short 
programme, a recent innovation, 
which can open a trap door under 
the unwary would-be champion. 
The most notable victim 'was the 
former United States champion, 
Janet Lyon. At the 1973 world 
championships she was well placed 
in figures, and her known ability 
in the long free skating made her 
the favourite. Bur an . error in 
the sbort programme cost her 
dear; she was eleventh in that 
part of the event, and she bad 
lost all chance of winning. 

The short programmes give the 
less able skater a chance to stay 
up with the leaders. Seven 
specific items are required from 
each competitor. In tbe women’s 
short programmes next Wednes¬ 
day, for example, all 22 girls have 
to skate a double toe salchow jump 
combined with another jump of 
their own choice. A skater of only 
modest ability can play for safety, 
combining two of these relatively 
simple jumps, perhaps doing them 
well, and getting good marks. On 
ttie other hand, the enterprising 
12-year-old Russian, Elena Vodo- 
rezova does the fearsomely diffi¬ 
cult combination of double toe 
salchow and triple toe loop. _ If 
it succeeds she will reap a rich 
reward, hot if it does not, she 
could lose many places. 

So long as one skater continues 
to vie with another for medals, 
or even just for a place one up 
from the bottom, It is in human 
nature to try to read Into the

It was so 
misty when the first pair- skated 
that the scoreboard -was unread¬ 
able from the. other end of the 
track. 

“ The ice was really bad for 
my warm-up ”, she said after¬ 
wards, “ but conditions were good 
by the time I skated. The sun 
was coming ont arid the ice was 
getting nice.” 

She regarded the Canadian 
Cathy Prieatner as her chief 
threat and so it proved. But the 
19-year-old Calgary girl bad 
already skated in 43,L2sec, so 
Miss Young knew, what she had 
to beat. She did so in convincing 
style. “ I just made two mis¬ 
takes ”, she said. “ On the last 
100 metres I was coming back on 
my heels—and I did not dp the 
last turn too well.” 

Tatiana Averina, the Soviet 
Union’s former world record 
bolder, just prevented the North 
Americans from making a clean 
sweep of the medals; she was 
Third, only .Msec ahead, of Leah 
Poulos, from Northbrook, flh'noSs. 
The first five Skaters all broke 
the American Anne Henning’s 1972 
Olympic record of'43.33sec. 

Miss Young, who already has 
a silver medal from yesterday’s 
1 , 500 -maire event, said that 500 
metres and 1,000 metres were her 
best distances, depending on the 
Uav. Today she was dandy in a. 
500 -metre mood. The US teem 
hope tint tomorrow' she will wake 
up feeling “ this is a 1,000-metre 
day ' But the 1972 .whiner, 
Monika, Pflus. of West Germany, 
now Frau Holzner, muy have 
something to say about that—and 
so may Miss Averina.

Whatever the crisis Hunt 
has been through it before

The top fear men in the world 
ntrJdii-^ cuu rest the semi-final 
round of the inaugural world open 
squash rackets championship, 
sponsored by Lucas Industries, ac 
Wembley today. One pairing links

Khan, two Pathans who ore travel¬ 
ling companions' and practice 
partners. The other matches 
Geoffrey Hunt; a. Victorian, with 
Gogi AJauddln, a Punjabi. 

Zaman holds the British open 
title, which is incorporated In the 
present championship, and 
Mohibnllah won the Australian 
open title without losing a game. 
Hunt won -the British champion¬ 
ship in 1969 and 1974 and Ala addin 
was runner-up ln 1973 and 1975. 
Neither Zaman nor Hunt has lost 
more than six points ln any one 
game at Wembley this week. Hat 
form suggests that they hove only 
each other to fear. 

Zaman, fiat-footed but fast, is a 
shuffling sorcerer: the most 
artistic of the quartet. His wrist 
work' can deceive anyone. He 
is also playing with exemplary 
concentration and discretion, going 
for his shots only when confident 
that the percentages favour 
flamboyance. Mohibnllah, who 
anticipates Zaman’s. . Intentions 
better, than anyone else does, has 
the speed ana stamina to resist 


pressure and, when he is in the 
mood, the power and touch to 
impose it. But he is only 20. Is 
he mature enough to maintain 
peak form under .the. emotional 
stress of the biggest event in the 
history of the game ? ~ 

Alauddis beat Hunt in 1973 but 
lost to him the following year. A 
fragile-looking chap with a 27-Inch 
v.-aist, he lacks the weight of shot 
of his rivals. But. rather like tbe 
mouse in the “ Tom and Jerry ” 
series, he tends to come np smil¬ 
ing—and winning—after taking an 
awful hammering. Aland din is agile 
and shrewd, acmeving his effects 
by toeing staff rather than 
violence. He caresses the ball 
rather than assaulting it. His con¬ 
trol Is superb. He is a master at 
taking the sting from .his oppo-. 
Dent’s game and creating, a tactical 
maze that can be agonizing for 
others to explore. 

Hunt ploys a refined,, super¬ 
charged version of basic squash. 
He is a ldnd of Mohibullah \ritfa 
the wrinkles smoothed out—-fast in 
his anticipation and tactical wit 
as he is on his feet, and Tarring 
length and pace with a facility 
that blends skill, fitness, and the 
wisdom of experience. Whatever 
the crisis, Hunt has been through 
It before. His short game lias never 
been better. He should win the 
championship. But it would be 
folly to risk much money on any¬ 
one.

Grand Canyon's record tills wimer 
speaks volumes for his consistency 
and toughness. 

Grand Canyon has won five of 
tats six races' and in the -otfaer, the 
race won by Asdic at Haydock 
Park, he bii the ntisfortnne to 
shp up on the Elat before halfway. 
Grand Canyon’s first three vic¬ 
tories mere gained in comparitively 
minor events end iris fourth win 
in the SGB' Hire Shop Hurdle at 
Ascot was a ravtiuuuR. in this 
race second third and fourth were 
Supreme Halo, Fighting Kate and 
Pbtiaariasfcy. It would be foolish 
t» exaggerate tiie merit of this 
victory as some of his opponents 
appeared to overdo the waiting 
tactics, but this defeat of such 
seasoned campai gn ers certainly 
stamped Grand Canyon as an 
exceptionally gifted novice. 

But, set Oo concede weight aH 
round. Grand Canyon's task is not 
a simple one this afternoon. 
Csurist’s three victories in a row 
include a defeat of Acquaint at 
Kempt cm Pork. Alaska Highway 
has now won two small races in 
style for Fred Whiter and Firing 
Line, one of the first company- 
owned burses, has been r unnin g 
wkh credit Cor Power Packing 
Services and Les Kenaard. But the 
principal threat should come from 
Tbe Dunce, a smart hand! cap par 
on tbe flat two seasons ago whea 
trained by the late Bernard Van 
Cursem. Still owned by the Duke 
of Devonshire, The Dunce has now 
won two races for Fulke WaJwyn. 

The five-year-old was impressive 
wheu scoring at Newbury, but his 
hurdling was not without blemish 
when he was odds-on to defeat 
a small field at Haydock Park. 
Tiie Dunce, a confirmed stayer 
and mudlark. Is probably a . high- 
class hurdler In the making, but 
at this stage of his development 
and on good ground I do nol 
expect .to see him overcome 
Grand Canyon on Stratford’s tight 
circuit. 

Another treat in store for 
Warwickshire racegoers is tiie 
prospect of seeing that spectacular 
two miier. Tingle Creek, carrying 
top weight In tbe Glazepta Handi¬ 
cap Steeplechase. Of his three 
opponents Wild Fox was probably 
a little flattered by the ease of 
his defeat of Casbah at Haydock. 
London Express, a smart handi- 
cappcr on bis day, lias been a 
little disappointing since joining 
Fred Rimeli. Vikrom bas been 
running consistently well for 
Winter this season and bas now 
taken four races but I have no 
intention of opposing tbe. quick 
jumping Tingle Creek whose 
decisive defeat of Skynias ar 
Sundown in January was recorded 
in a fast time. 

Grand Canyon's trainer Kent, 
could well mark up a double with 
a former staying hurdler. Adula¬ 
tion, wbo can confirm the 
promise of his win over fences 
on this course in September by 
taking the second division of the 
Elsinore Novices Steeplechase. 

At Wetherby the centrepiece is 
die William Hill Handicap Steeple¬ 
chase run over three miles. For 
the winner I am taking the Stan 
Mel lor trained seven-year-old, 
Another Muddle, who has won Ids 
last three races by a total of 36 
lengths. At Worcester early In 
January he was always showing 
too much pace for the subsequent 
Sandovoi winner _ and strongly'-■ 
fancied Grand National candidate. 
Money Market. 

Tbe pick of bis opponents should 
be Glanford Brigg, Tamatin and 
Even Swell. The front tunning 
Glanford Brigg has been enjoying 
considerable success in minor 
handicaps, but despite Taualln’s 
recent victory at Ayr on the dis¬ 
qualification of The Gent I do not 
consider that last season’s brilliant 
novice has yet found his best 
form. Even Swell is always a force 
to be reckoned with in this kind 
of event, but despite Another 
Muddle's rise in the weights it 
generally pays to side with an 
improving horse until be is beaten. 

My idea of the best bet at 
Vetiierby is Winter Melody in the 
Panama Cigar Hurdle qualifier. 
Jack Hanson's Five-year-old hur¬ 
dled impeccably when beating Riga 
by 10 lengths at Wetherby on 
Boxing Day.

Maritime cancels £120m options 
for tankers from Swan Hunter

Options on £120m worth of 
shipbuilding orders held by the 
Swan Hunter Group- have been 
cancelled. The cancellations of 
moe out of 13 options on tan¬ 
kers placed by Maritime Fruit 
Carriers, a company owned 
jointly by Britain’s largest ship¬ 
builder and the crisis-hit Israeli- 
American Shipping Company, 
have been expected {or some 
days. 

;But Swan Hunter stressed last 
night . that this posed no 
‘‘-immediate threat to jobs”. 
The potential employment 
threat has been cushioned by a 
Ministry of Defence contract on. 
work related to the Royal 
Navy’s new through deck cruiser 
which wiU complement an order 
placed two weeks ago with the 
Tyneside group for a Type 42 
destroyer. 

MFC is faring serious finan¬ 
cial difficulties, and its. new top 
management—appointed after a 
boardroom shake-up last week¬ 
end, is attempting to formulate 
a rescue package. 

The company has failed to 
meet abank debt of about £12m, 
and a further £7J>m is owing. 


to its supply _ and service 
creditors. Maritime’s _ involve¬ 
ment with the order-starved 
British shipbuilding industry 
dates back to 1973 when MFC 
formed Swan Maritime with 
Swan Hunter. The shipping 
group has a 75 per cent stake 
in the joint company with the 
balance held by Swan Hunter. 

This joint company contrac¬ 
ted, ordered or took options os 
26 ships with the Swan Hunter 
Group. The first 13 are already 
being built and 12 of them have 
been sold to other owners—

Gas-cooled 
reactors

Britain's first two advanced 
gas-cooled- nuclear reactors are 
now - tuned into - the national 
electricity distribution grid and 
during the next five months 
will buDd- up to full power. 

The 660 megawatt reactors at 
the Hinkley Point B station in 
Somerset and at Hnnterston B 
in Ayrshire have fed steam 
into similar sized turbine gener¬ 
ators so they could be synchro¬ 
nized and tuned to the same 
frequency as the power .in the 
grid. 

Synchronization. - at the two 
stations- went smoothly and 
quickly, unlike the overall AGR 
design and construction _po> 
gramme which is at least four 
years behind schedule. As a 
result the Central .Electricity 
Generating Board’s four station 
AGR programme is likely to 
cost more than £S80m compared 
with the drigtaal budget of 
£41Sm : • 

Despite the long delays, and 
budget overruns, the cost of 
power produced from the.AGR- 
stations is expected to be com¬ 
petitive with electricity from 
the first generation of Magnox 
nuclear stations and the more 
efficient oil and coal burning 
conventional generating units.

By. courtesy of an obliging 
broker I recently received a 

list of British Government 
stocks now in issue, with the 
return to investors at various 

tax rates worked out and 
attached. And I must admit 
that I read this seemingly 
innocuous document with a 
mounting sense of incredulity. 

Everyone knows that with tax 
taking up to 9Sp in the pound 
on some unearned income the 
element of capital gain in the 
return on government stock can 
be very well worth having; but 
I bad known it as one knows, 
say, that a man-eating tiger is 
dangerous: the knowledge 

acquires a new dimension when 
you are close enough to count 
its teeth. 

Just as in such circumstances 
the oldest piece of discarded 
weaponry assumes desirable 
attributes, so. in the presence 
of the equally voracious tax 
man, the attractions of a tax- 
free gain are manifold. The 
brokers establish their weight 
by calculating wbat an alterna¬ 
tive investment would have to 
offer gross in capital growth 
and income—the “ equivalent 
gross redemption yield” in 
common parlance—to provide 
the same net return to indi¬ 
vidual taxpayers. In the case 
of- a high taxpayer, prepared to 
hold his gilt for more than a 
year and a day to avoid taxa¬ 
tion on any capital gain, the 
answer is a heck of a lot. 

Take, for instance. Funding 
53 per cent 1987-91, at present 
standing at about £59 for a 
gross redemption yield (so your 
paper will tell you) of around 
12 per cent: modest enough, in 
all conscience. Yet the man 


paring tax at 98p in die pound 
would, to obtain an equivalent 

net return in the period in 

redemption on an alternative 
investment, have to go looking 

for something which offered 
him a gross redemption yield 
of over 177 per cent. 

There are other examples 
which are better still. For the 
top-rate taxpayer the goodies 
available on an investment in 


British Transport 3 per cent 
1978-SS at around £50{—at 


which level, remember, he 
stands to make a tax-free 
capital gain of almost 100 per 
cent over the period to redemp¬ 
tion—could be matched only by 
an alternative investment on a 
gross redemption yield of more 
than 2 S 0 per cent. 

To ' lower-rare taxpayers die 
tax-free element of capital aain 
is worth less, but it can still be 
significant. Anyone paying 
83 pence in the pound would 
require an investment selling 
on'a gross redemption yield of 
more than 36.5 per cent to 
compete with the attractions of 
British Transport 3 per cent; 
and that cannot at the moment 
be provided by any other 
government stock. 

The investor paying 60 pence 
in the pound, however, and 
reauiring an equivalent gross 
redemption yield of more than 
17t per cent to provide him 
with a better net return than 
that available on. the same 
stock should be able to pet it 
from a purchase of either 
British Gas 3- per cent 1990-95 
or Redemption 3 per cent 
1986-96. 

■ For the basic rate taxpayer, 
reouiring an equivalent gross 
redemption yield of more than 


12.6 per cent to compete with 
rhe merits of “ Transport 3s ”, 
there are any number of stocks 
—admittedly of longer dates— 
which will provide a better net 
return overall and higher in¬ 
come in the meantime, too. 

Witb returns to tbe individual 
varying so widely, then, accord¬ 
ing to bis tax rate, how is he 
to ' determine between the 
merits of mo stocks selling on 
much the same redemption 
yield? Well, the basic rule 
still holds: the higher your tax 
rate the lower the coupon you 
should be looking for—for the 
simple jeason that much more 
of the return is coming through 
in capital gain. 

The investor paying 83p in 
the pound and planning to hold 
to redemption might, for 
example, be dithering between 
tbe advantages of Treasury 12 
per cent 19S3 and those of Gas 
3 per cent 1990-95, both of 
which are selling on a gross 
redemption yield of about 31.4 
per cent The former, how¬ 
ever, is selling at over par. and 
there will be a capital loss on 
a holding to redemption. So 
an alternative investment offer¬ 
ing a gross redemption yield of 
little over 6 per cent will, to 
such a taxpaver, have superior 
attractions, whereas, as we have 
seen, the net return on British 
Gas, which will annreciate by 
the best part of 200 per cent 
over the period ro redemption, 
cannot be outstripped by any 
investment selling on a'gross 
redemption yield of much under 
37 per cent.

As interest rates continue to 
slide downwards, it is rime to 
consider the more inflexible 
investment vehicles which are 
being left stranded on a high 
income rate plateau. 

Building society investment 
rates and the terms offered by 
National Savings are two verv 
good examples of institutions 
which are unable to move 
rapidly to catch up with an 
interest rate trend, fit takes, 
incidentally, at least four 
months from deciding to 
change -National Savings rates 
to having the products with new 
rates on sale across the Post 
Office counter.) 

My colleague Adrienne 
Gleeson bas, in tbe accompany, 
ing article, outlined the possibi¬ 
lities for the more sophisticated 
investor and drawn attention to 
tbe importance of a gross 
equivalent redemption yield. 
Not everyone, however, wishes 
to become embroiled in tbe 
complexities of the gilt-edged 
market and this article is 
designed for the invcstor.'saver 
who wishes to Tock his money 
away safely and forget about 
it until maturity. 

However, even the most 
reluctant investor has to give 
attention to his own tax 
rate—and a glance at the table 
shows whv. Using the net return 
as a yardstick it is easy to see 
that fairly simple investments 
are varyingly attractive to tax¬ 
payers at different rates. 

Two points stick out Build¬ 
ing society shares * or term 
shares—where the monev is 
locked away for a stipulated 
period—are marvellous for the 
basic rate taxpayer. But they 
lack lustre for not only low or 
nil rate taxpayers but also for 
people at higher rates of tax.

I wholeheartedly support the 
view expressed by David Lewis, 
the editor of Money Manage- 
menr, in his introduction to the 
group's latest publication Regu¬ 
lar Savings Plans (price £3.85). 
He attacks regular savings 
plans as being unnecessarily, 
complicated adding that “com¬ 
plication and poor value-for- 
money are not in fact coinci¬ 
dental 1 ”. 

There is a case, maintains Mr 
Lewis, far saying tbet all in¬ 
vestment-linked policies should 
have a common structure, regu¬ 
lated by law. He himself pre¬ 
fers the less rigid approach 
that companies should be com¬ 
pelled to work out projections 
according to some standard 
formula, which would thereby 
enable investors to make mean¬ 
ingful comparisons between one 
po'icy and another. 

In fact, the Money Manage¬ 
ment guidebook does perform 
this most useful exercise. It 


has worked on a common 
growth rate and devised an 
average monthly investment, as 
well as adjusting for die differ¬ 
ing levels of charges. 

On its calculations the 
National Westminster Sun¬ 
flower plan is the best per¬ 
former for those with a modest 
amount to invest each month, 
while Windsor Life and Trident 
do better for larger monthly 
premiums.

But they can present 
investment problems for life 
companies. 

Sun Life Assurance is follow¬ 
ing tbe Scottish Amicable by 
introducing, a new bonus struc¬ 
ture for new policies of this 
type.

In view of the cumulation of 
readers’ letters 1 am answering 
a few again rbw - week and the 
inquiries cover age allowance, 
capital, transfer tax, capital 
gains tax and mortgage in¬ 
terest. . .

His figures submitted, to tbe 
tax office totalled £2367 and 
included building society in¬ 
terest received of £700. He tells 
me': “The inspector wrote say¬ 
ing that they, had to gross tip 
the building society interest at 
33 per cent making it £1/M4- 
and the local income £3311 so 
that I should only be entitled 
to marginal relief. The point 
might interest your readers. 

H I cannot fault the inspec¬ 
tor’s logic as the building 
society interest is paid free of 
tax. However, it has made me 
wonder if it might be more 
sensible for me 10 take out, 
say half of my savings and use 
it as a deposit to buy a - Hat. 
Can you please tell me if an 
owner-occupied flat or house 
would be brought into tbe cal¬ 
culation on the basis of the 
notional income it brings in? 
Of course, there are other con¬ 
siderations involved, but the 
tax relief is material." 

First let me make the point, 
otherwise my readers will, that 
the building society interest 
should be grossed up at 35 per 
cent for 1975-76 f the first' year 
of the new age ■ allowance 
scheme). 

' This grossing up of building 
society interest catcbes many 
taxpayers unawares. For the- 
basic rate taxpayer there is. no 
additional tax. to pay, but the 
grossing up affects total in¬ 
come for age allowance, as in 
this particular case. It also in¬ 
volves additional tax for those 
liable to * the investment in¬ 
come surcharge and the higher 
rates, cf tax.. 

At the other end of the in¬ 
come sczle it may rot be wise 
for. those on low. incomes ro 
invest in building societies as 
the tax deducted at source is 
net repayable. It can be used 
to reduce the total tax bHl but 
the Inland Revenue will not 
physically repay the tax. - 

As this reader does not own 
a house what he proposes is in 
principle'a good idea.

Boardroom decisions as the spirit moves 
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My elder son has developed a 
new passion for Greek. He 
spends much of his time im¬ 
mersed iu the histories of 
Herodotus, regaling us with 
details of tbe carious practices 
of the Persians at the time of 
Cyrus the Great. 

There is perhaps something 
to be learnt from the curious 
practices of the Persians at the 
time of Cyrus the Great.

But what was the secret of 
their success, these Persians ? 
Browsing through Herodotus 
for tbe answer, I suddenly 
struck a vein of pure logic that 
immediately laid clear the 
foundation upon which the 
whole empire was built. It was 
this. 

If an important decision was 
to be made, they would discuss 
the question when they were 
drunk, and then the master of 
the household where the dis¬ 
cussion was held would resub¬ 
mit the decision for reconsi¬ 
deration to the meeting when 
sober. If it was approved it 
would be adopted; and If n.>t it 
would be abandoned. Conver¬ 
sely, any resolution made by a 
meeting when sober would be 
reconsidered afterwards when 
drunk, its adoption or aban¬ 
donment being decided in simi¬ 
lar manner. 

The simplicity is breathtak¬ 
ing. It may of course have led 
to some inflexibility, which 
could possibly account for the 
fact that the laws of the Medcs 
and Persians were never 
changed.
